INCREASED AID TO POOR COUNTRIES URGED 
Beijing BANYUETAN [SEMI-MONTHLY TALKS] in Chinese No 19, 10 Oct 81 pp 52-55

[Text] In the first half of the month of September the United Nations convened in 
Paris an extraordinary meeting specially to discuss the problems of the least 
developed countries, and also to study the problem of how the international com 
munity can help the poorest nations free themselves from economic difficulties. 


What kind of country is considered to be a least developed country? In 1971 the 
United Nations determined a country to be least developed when there are three 
criteria: the first is a per capita total domestic output vaiue of under U.S. 
$100; the second is industry accounting for less than 10 percent total domestic 
output value; the third is having only 20 percent or even less literate adults. 
Later, conditions for determination slightly changed. At present there are 
altogether 31 countries throughout the world that are classified as least developed 
countries, among which Asia and the Pacific Ocean region have nine: Afghanastin, 
Bangladesh, Bhutan Democratic Yeman, Laos, Maldives, Nepal, Western Samoa, YAR; 
Africa has 21: Burundi, the Comoros, Ethiopa, Ruwanda, the Sudan, Uganda, 
Tanzania, Benin, Cape Verde, CAR, Chad, the Gambia, Guinea, Mali, the Niger, the 
Upper Volta, Guinea-Bissau, Somalia, Botswana, Lesotho, Malawi, Latin America 
has one: Haiti. 





These 31 countries altogether have 280 million people. They have suffered the 
prolonged oppression, exploitation and plundering of imperialism and colonialism, 
their economies are extremely backwa:ds, and their peoples’ lives are exceedingly 
impoverished. After these countries gained independence they made great efforts 
to change their poor and backward appearance. However, due to the inequitable 
international economic order, particularly during the last 10 years, the western 
capitalist countries’ transfer of the economic crises, the rise in petroleum 
prices, natural calamities and other various reasons, their economic situations 
changed very little, and their plights became even greater. The major problems 
which these countries are at present confronted with are: 


One, exceedingly slow economic growth, iu which not a few countries are even 
regressing. In 1979 these countries’ pet capita gross national products wer. 








only SU.S. 183, a litcle more than 2 percent of that of the western developed 
nations. 


Two, extremely backwards agriculture. Production cannot keep pace with the growth 
in population, and they cannot be self-sufficient in grain. From 1961 to 1965 
these countries imported an average of one million tons of grain per annum. Up 

to 1978 it had already increased to 5.2 million tons. 


Three, the industrial base is relatively weak. Moreover, it is mainly foodstuffs 
and processing industries. Many means of production and means of subsistence 
are dependent upon imports. 


Four, a foreign trade deficit for years running. The burden of foreign debt 
becomes more and more heavy. In recent years, with inflation in the western capit- 
alist world, the prices of machinery equipment, petroleum and grain that the least 
developed countries need to import have increased sharply, but the exported 
agricultural products and ore and other raw materials constantly have decreased in 
price, and in trade there arose an enormous trade deficit. In 1973 they could 
export 5 tons of tea leaves in exchange for one tractor. Today, to buy one 
similar tractor, 17 tons of tea leaves are needed. With a shortage of domestic 
funds, they had no choice but to rely on foreign aid to develop their economies, 
resulting in their being debt~-ridden. In the recent 10 years foreign debts have 
increased nearly six-fold. 


Besides this, the problems of these countries in education, sanitation and other 
fields are also very severe. There are 24 countries where more than half of the 
population is illiterate. The infant mortality rate is the highest in the 
entire world, and the average lifespan is the lowest in the entire world. 


At this conference the representatives of the least developed countries requested 
that the developed countries greatly increase their aid to help them realize 

their ow: countries’ developmental plans for the 1980's. At the conference some 
developed countries’ representatives said that they supported developing the 
economies of Third World countries;, and that this would help them to extricate 
themselves from economic crises as well. They showed a willingness to actively 
increase aid to the least developed countries. However, there were also a few 
developed countries who stressed their own economic difficulties and were unwilling 
to assume obligations for specific aid. The Soviet Union continuously has taken 

a negative attitude towards the difficulties of the least developed countries, and 
has refused to assume any responsibility. Our country consistently has shown deep 
sympathy towards these poorest of countries, and has supported their reasonable 
propositions and legitimate demands. Even though our country's economy is 
comparatively backward, we still have provided for 25 least developed countries 
economic and technica] help within our power. This is united mutual help between 
poor friends, and is one's bounden internationalist duty. 


The freeing of the least developed countries from their difficult economic 
situations is, of course, mainly dependent upon these countries’ own efforts, but 
the help of the international community is also a factor not to be ignored. This 
conference was a good beginning.

WORLD LEADERS TO DISCUSS NORTH-SOUTH RELATIONSHIP

[Text] In the last 10-day period of October the heads of state and heads of 
government of more than 20 nations will meet at Mexico's island town of Cancun 
to hold a "North-South Dialogue." Our country's government leader will attend 
the conference. 


The "North-South Dialogue” is a dialogue between whom? How does the world separate 
the north and the south? 


In the world the vast majority of relatively poor developing countries are 
located in the Southern Hemisphere and the vast majority of wealthy developed 
countries are located in the No*thern Hemisphere, so people habitually refer to 
them as the north and the south. This international conference to discuss 
cooperation and development has these two types of countries participating. 
Hence it is called the conference on "North-South Dailogue.™ 


Of the "South" countries attending the conference there are 14 developing 
countries: Saudi Arabia, Algeria, Brazil, Bangladesh, the Ivory Coast, 

China, the Phillipines, Guyana, India, Mexico, Nigeria, Tanzania, Venezuela, 
Yugoslavia; of the “North” countries there are eight developed countries: West 
Germany, Austria, Canada, the United States, France, Japan, England, Sweden. 


This conference will discuss international cooperation in the field of development, 
world economic prospects, food supply, agricultural development, trade, energy 
resources, currency financing, and other problems. 


After World War II, many developing nations in succession gained independence 

and achieved definite successes on the road to developing their national 
economies. Nevertheless, generally speaking, the progress which they made was 
slow. The disparity in economies between the majority of the developing dountries 
and the developed countries continued to grow. From 1950 to 1980 the per 

capita gross national products of the western developed countries increased from 
$U.S. 3,841 to $U.S. 9,684, but the per capita gross national products of the 














"low income countries" which account for half the population of the developing 
countries only increased from $U.S. 164 to $U.S. 245. Many developing countries 
could not be self-sufficient in grain, and mainly relied on imports for needed 
energy resources, but the things they could export were few. Thus in 

foreign trade there were constantly huge deficits, and the burden of debt became 
heavier and heavier. At the end of 1980 the total debts which were owed by the 
developing countries already amounted to more than $U.S. 580 billion, and the per 
annum repayments abruptly increased from the $U.S. 8.3 billion of 1970 to more 
than $U.S. 60 billion. 


The developing countries’ economies develop slowly. Of course there are domestic 
causes, but the principal source still is the proi:racted plundering and exploita- 
tion of colonialism and the continued existence of the old inequitable inter- 
national economic relations. The developed countries rely on formidable 

economic strength, using wealth to suppress the poor, to conduct power politics, 
resulting in the vast majority of developing countries being unable to completely 
free themselves from their position of economic dependence. Therefore the 
developing countries urgently demand the reformation of the old interaational 
economic relations and the establishment of a new international economic order. 


In 1974 the 6th session of the special U.N. General Assembly adopted a program 

of action and and a declaration for establishing a new international economic 
order. Later, the developing countries also gradually put forth a tentative plan 
of linking together for discussion the problems of petroleum, raw materials, 

trade and currency financing, and they formulated fundamental principles for the 
North-South negotiations. However, because of the negative attitudes of a few 
developed countries, the North-South negotiations reached an impasse. In light of 
this situation Mexico and 11 other nations proposed the calling of a small-scale 
summit conference in order to promote global negotiations and the improvement of 
the entire North-South relationship. 


In order to hold a good summit conference on the North-South dialogue, the 
foreign ministers of the relevant 22 countries convened a preliminary meeting at 
Cancun from August 1 to August 2 of this year and created the conditions for 
conducting the summit conference. 


The Soviet Union refuses to participate in this summit conference. It claims no 
responsibility for bringing about the “impoverished state of affairs" of the 
developing countries, and won't assume any obligation of support. i"urthermore, it 
also sows discord to wreck the North-South dialogue and watches for its chance to 
take advantage of the situation to benefit itself. This sort of attitude of the 
Soviet Union has @lready aroused the resentment of more and more of the developing 
count ries.

WESTERN EUROPE'S POLITICAL POSITION PROSPECTS EXAMINED

[Text] During the present period of turbulence and numerous changes in the interna- 
tional situation, Western European nations represented by the European Economic Community 
are in process of gradually forming an independent political force. In recent years 

a political trend has occurred in Western Europe that has been generally termed "New 
De Gaulleism" (or "Semi-De Gaulleism") by some European and American scholars. This 
is characterized not by the showy displays and the going it alone of De Gaulle in 

the 1960's, but rather by the use of rather adroit means to carry out in international 
affairs independent policies that differ from those of the two super powers in a 
seeking after the interests of Western Europe itself. This entails both support 

for the European-American alliance without blindly following America's every step, 

and increased wariness of the USSR while continuing to carry on a diplomatic give 

and take with it. This trend is manifested most strongly in Western Europe, and 
secondly in France. Its influence has also increased in the United Kingdom and Italy. 


Europe's hopes for capitalizing on its relative increase in strength to become an 
independent political force show up in many aspects of its foreign policy. Its rela- 
tionships with the various other world powers are reflected in a "remolding," How 

to “remold™ not only depends on the balance of power in all quarters and on changes 
that may occur in the future in the internal situation of Western European countries, 
but is also influenced by the development of situations in other areas, notably Eas- 
tern Europe and the Middle East Consequently, the process will be tortuous and is 
likely to endure for a fairly long time. 


1. Western European Nations Hopes For a Policy of "Pelaxation," and the Hazards 
to Them of a Policy of "Relaxation" 


Why are Western European nations so emphatic about maintaining a "relaxed" relation- 
ship with the USSR? This has been one of the international topics heatedly discussed 
for some time. Looked at in terms of the course of events in Europe following World 
War II, and the internal situation in Western European countries at that time, there 
were numerous reasons for pursuing a policy of "relaxation." These included peace 

and the pursuit of momentary ease and comfort, and a hankering after economic benefits. 
The pacifism and "welfare state" mentality that pervaded all strata of Western Europe 

















following the war made it very difficult for the governments of Western European 
countries to approve large scale military spending. Soviet markets and fuel, as 

well as material resources, exerted a fairly great attraction on the Western European 
countries, which were facing serious economic difficulties. All this impelled Western 
European countries to seek to avoid tensions, and hope for the maintenance of "“relaxa- 
tion.” Later on when Western European countries finally possessed a certain economic 
and military strength, their promotion of a policy of “relaxation” was not entirely 
the result of impotence or the pressure of Soviet enticements, but rather their 

own calculation. 


The hopes that different countries of Europe and different blocs pin on "relaxation" 
are not entirely the same, and in recent years this divergence has widened. However, 
the bourgeoisie in several of the major countries have a fundamental notion, and 

that is through "relaxation" gradually to create conditions to change the situation 

of “polarized division of power" in Europe established at the Yalta Conference. Here- 
in lies the fundamental intent of the pursuit of the policy of “relaxation" by European 
states. This is also the strategic goal of which De Gaulle dreamed for a long time, 
but which he was unable to realize, largely because of inadequate French power. Now, 
under new conditions, Western European countries are trying through circuitous means 

to gradually realize this goal. 


As long ago as the early 1960's, the bourgeoisie in Western European countries gradually 
realized that the confrontation of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization and the 
Warsaw Pact Organization had devolved into stalemate, and that it would be difficult 

for anyone to change the situation in Europe through military means. They, thereupon, 
realized that a continuation of pursuit of "cold war” policies under these circumstances 
could only bring about a further hardening of the European situation of “polarized 
division of power." Not only would Western Europe not be able to get rid of the 

Soviet threat, it would also have no choice but to depend on the United States for 

a long time, thereby making it very difficult to play its own independent role in 

world affairs. Conversely, pursuit of a policy of "relaxation" had the possibility 

of restraining and influencing the USSR to a certain extent, and of strengthening 
Western Europe's position vis-a-vis the United States. Some people in Western Europe 
even supposed that in the midst of stalemate between the two superpowers, a policy 

of “relaxation” was a crucial move for estern Europe for achieving flexibility in 

the diplomatic chess game. 


A major focue of the promotion by European nations of a policy of "relaxation" is 

to influence Eastern Europe. Eastern and Western Europe are not only inseparable 
historically and geopolitically, but Western Europe believes that in the present 
international situation, Eastern Europe's orientation directly bears on the security 
interests of Western Europe. Were Eastern Europe able to obtain a fairly large degree 
of independence of the USSR, it would become, to a certain extent, a "relaxation" 

belt between Western Europe and the USSR, and Western Europe's strategic position 
would fundamentally change in outlook. For this reason, the nations of Western Europe 
bend every effort, hoping through “relaxation" to create international conditions 

that favor an icrease in the indepedent and autonomous position of the Eastern Euro~ 
pean countries. West Germany especially hopes through "relaxation" to develop its 
“special internal German relationship" with East Germany in support of internal union 
of the German people. 


Precisely as a result of the aforestated improvement in its own position, and as 
a result of considerations of the gradual creation of conditions to influence Eas- 
tern Europe to change the European situation of "polarized division of power," the 

















policies of Western European countries toward the USSR and toward East=rn Europe 
underwent a pivotal change during the 1960's, changing from "cold war" to “dialogue” 
with the USSR, and from indifference to winning over in the case of Eastern Europe. 

De Gaulle's 1966 proposal of “relaxation, reconciliation, and ccoperation,"™ and his 
preaching of the establishment of a "Europe for Europeans” “from the Atlantic to 

the Urals” initiated these changes. Brandt's 1969 <“mplementation of a “New Ostpoli- 
tik", followed by the recognition of East Germany, completed these changes. These 
changes finally led to the convening in 1975 of a “European Security Conference" 

of heads of state. The substance of this conference was that Western Europe recognized 
there could be no use of armed force to change the boundaries in Europe that had 

come into being following the war, gaining approval from the Soviet Union for fairly 
large scale development of political and economic relationships between Eastern Europe 
and Western Europe, and a limite liberalization of “exchange of people aud ideas" 
between Western and Eastern Europe. The mutual effect of the "European Security 
Conference" was a mutual seepage and an opening of the floodgates between the west 
and the Soviet Union, and between Western Europe and Eastern Europe, which brought 

its own share of risks for both sides. 


The situation has very much changed during the past 5 years or more. On the one 

hand, political and economic relations between Western and Easterm Europe have rapidly 
developed, and the demands of Eastern Evropean countries for independence and self- 
determination have grown stronger. On the other hand, Soviet superiority in both 
nuclear and conventional weapons in Europe has further increased, and expansionist 
activities around the perimeter of Europe has made more serious the Soviet Union's 
threat to the security of Western Europe. 


Faced with such a situation, the bourgeoisie in Western Eurwpean nations reacted 
with extremely complex feelings. What was to be done hencefozth? Furious discussions 
occurred among them. Some felt that the policy of "relaxation" had already produced 
positive results, and that it helf great prospects for the future. Their main argu- 
ment was that for mre than a year "relaxation" had provided external conditions for 
development of the Polish situation. Were it not for "relaxation," the USSR would 
long since have carried out military intervention. Others emphatically noted that 
Western Europe was in danger of becoming a “prisoner of relaxation,” and that in the 
fact of future Soviet expansion, it might possibly have to retreat step by step. 
Their main argument was that Western Europe, restrained by "relaxation", was unable 
to react vigorously to the Soviet aggression against Afghanistan, and even tended 

to offer "well-intentioned wxplanations" of Soviet aggressive actions. This argu- 
ment is still continuing. 


Because the basic strategic position of Western Europe is close propinquity to “he 
USSR and Eastern Europe, itself having only moderate economic and s‘litary strength, 
and because most of the bourgeoisie in Western European countries persistently cling 
to the belief that under certain conditions, it is possible to achieve detente with 
the USSR on the issues of armament reductions and “mutual restraint," the view that 
holds leading place in Western Europe today is the need for careful continued promo- 
tion of a policy of “relaxation,” while at the same time increasing defenses to a 
limited extent. This "two handed method" is manifested, on the one hand, in prepara- 
tions to deploy on Western European soil medium-range guided missiles capable of 
hitting che Soviet Union and, on the other hand, in active edvocacy of arms limita- 
tion talks, and preparing to make trade-offs with the USSR. On the one hand there 
are warnings to the Soviet Union that “relaxation” cannot stand another incident 
like the assault in Afghanistan, while at the same time, proposals are made to seek 

















political solutions tu the A’ ghanistan problem that take proper account of Soviet 
face. Western countries hope through these “two handed methods" to continue to keep 
open the “relaxation” channeis while watching the situation. 


The policy of “reicxatior"" of Western European countries has as its underlying premise 
preservation of the balance of miiitary power between the West and the USSR (including 
global balance of power and the Zuropean regional balance of pewer) as well as promo- 
tion of gradual change in mutual relationships among the countries of Europe (particu- 
larly relationships between Eastern Europe and the Soviet Union, and relationships 
between Eastern and Western Europe). As a result, in the process of pursuing a policy 
of “relaxation,” Western European countries must run the risk of “walking a tight 
rope,” They must both seek a balance between defense and "relaxation," and also 

seek a balance between the promotion of change in Eastern Europe and avoidance of 
sudden violent upheaval in the situation in Eastern Europe. This “tight rope policy” 
is currently being tested by a series of problems, the most cute problems being 
whether, in the end, Poland will be able to avoid ovtsice military interference, 

and how to obtain a balance of military forces in the European theater. Just as 

the intricate situations surrounding these problems demonstrate, the progress of 
“relaxation” hinges on numerous factors that European countries themselves are unable 
to control. Herein lies the fatal weakness of the policy of “relaxation.” 


The risks for Europe countries attending the policy of "relaxation" are also mani- 
fested in the greatly increased influence or even possibilities for pressure that 
this policy permits the USSR to exert on Western Europe. Tlie USSR's recent use of 
the hopes for “relaxation” oi European nations to launch a "peace offensive" against 
them in the hope of abetting pacificist ideological trends within Western Europe, 

of destroying NATO decision: on replacing nuclear weapons in the European theater, 
and of estranging Euro,yean-American relations was a conspicuous example. 


To recapitulate the foregoing, the policy ot “relaxation” the Western European coun- 
tries is determined by their existing strength, position, and predicament, und they 
have taken great pains to fashion it. Consequently, they cannot lightly abandon 

it. However, the policy of "relaxation" carries numerous risks for Western Europe. 
Not only will this policy be constantly tested, but it may sustain grave setbacks 
at any time. 


2. Need For and Limitations on Western Europe's Position of Increased Independence 
from the United States 


For a long time to come, Western Europe will need American military protection to 
protect itself from the USSR, and even in promotion of the policy of “relaxation,” 
it will have to depend on the European-American alliance as a bulwark and a “safety 
brake." Consequently, preservation of the European-American aliiance remains the 
fundamental policy requirement for Western Europe. However, an increasingly large 
numver of Europeans believe that during the 1986's, fundemental changes will have 
to be made in the European-American alliance, the reason being that the Ev.ropean- 
American alliance system set up in the immediate post-war period no longer fits the 
current situation. This inappropriateness is extremely clearly revealed in the two 
fundamental fields of the alliance, namely the military field andthe currency field. 














In the military field, Western European nations have always regarded America's nuclear 
defense of Europe as the foundation of the NATO alliance. But as a result of the 
emergence of a situation of overall parity in Soviet and American strategic nuclear 
strength, this foundation has been seriously shaken. The United States does not 

deny that inthe formulation of nuclear strategy (including the American formulation 

of a program for American and Soviet limitations on strategic nuclear weapons), prior- 
ity consideration goes to how to safeguard American soil from nuclear attack. Western 
Europe, meanwhile, maintains that NATO's nuclear warfare strategy must, in the final 
analysis, be founded on a common destiny for American soil and the European continent. 
In its formulation of nuclear strategy, and the formulation of negotiations for Ameri- 
can-Soviet talks on the limitation of strategic nuclear weapons, if the United States 
distinguishes between the European continent and the United States, inevitably this 
will lead to Western Europe seeking its own course, either with the establishment 

of Western Europe's own independent defense system, or efforts to reach a detente 

with the USSR. Because of their increasing feeling of concern about the United States, 
Western European countries are bending every effort to find means to restrain the 
United States. Four years ago in a report he made to the London Institute of Inter- 
national Strategy, Helmut Schmidt raised, first of ali, the issue of the balance 

of nucler forces in the European theater. He actively urged the United States to 
resolutely deploy in Western Europe medium range guided missiles capable of striking 
the USSR. Subsequently, West Germany negotiated between the United States and the 
USSR, promoting talks on nuclear forces in the European theater. According to West 
German newspaper reports, Schmidt said, "We must maintain_our position of being able 
to apply leverage against the East and against the West." This situation conspicuously 
reflects West Germany's (as well as other European nations’) current use of curcuitous 
methods in an effort to change the monopoly position of the United States in the 
European-American alliance on policy making authority about nuclear strategy, and 

to increase Western Europe's right to speak out. 





In the field of currency. Western Europeans feel that inasmuch as the United States 
dollar is the principal international currency, in its adoption of currency policies, 
the United States should be bound to honor "international discipline," and must take 
into consideration the international effects American policies can have. The United 
States, on the other hand, stresses that it can only set American currency policies 
on the basis of internal American requirements. The heated arguments during the 

past several months about American high interest rate policies are a conspicuous 
reflection of this conflict. Western European countries complain that American high 
interest rate policies suck funds out of Western European markets, weakening the 
position of Western European national currencies, thus impairing Western European 
investment activities. Additionally, inasmuch as Western Europe's imports of petro- 
leum are priced in terms of the American dollar, increase in the exchange rate of 

the American dollar increases western European expenditures for petroleum imports. 
For their part, the Americans maintain tht high interest rate policies are for the 
purpose of restructuring the American economy, and that they are also beneficial 

to Western Europe as well. Were Western European countries to adopt high interest 
rate policies, Europe and the United States could then act in coordination. However, 
the economic situations that the countries of Western Europe face are not entirely 
like those faced by the United States. Furthermore, the thinking on economic policy 
of some Western European governments are poles apart from those of the Reagan admini- 
stration, and they positively do not want to have policies resulting from American 
unilateral measures forced upon Western Europe. The conflict between Europe and 

the United States in the currency field is developing further. Formerly the inter- 
national currency system centered on the United States dollar played an important 





positive role for Western European economic development. Today, however, no matter 
whether the exchange rate of the American dollar rises or falls, it impacts negatively 
on Western Europe's economic production. Sooner or later this situation will demand 
that Europe and the United States make new arrangements on the issue of an international 
currency system. 


The disputes between Europe and the United States on the foreyoing issues reveal 
that the European-American alliance system established immediately following the 
war is inherently contradictory. Both Europe;s reliance for security on nuclear 
protection from an America far across the ocean, and the establishment as an inter- 
national currency of the currency of the United States alone were two fundamental 
conflicts that were buried at the time when the post-war European-American power 
and position, these conflicts were only potential ones! However, circumstances have 
changed. In both the balance of American and Soviet power, and in the balance of 
American and European power, these changes have been disadvantageous for the United 
States. For these reasons, it will be very difficult to straighten out European- 
American relations within the framework of the alliance system established in the 
immediate post-war period. Under these circumstances, European-American relations 
must inevitably be very stormy and frequently the prey to many factors. Sometimes 
they will be very tense, and at other times they may appear fairly congruent. The 
overall tendency will be for Western Europe to seek to change an alliance system 
that is already inappropriate to the existing situation, and to increase Western 
Europe's position of independence and self-determination. 


However, reform of the European-American alliance system is easier said than done. 
Some Western Europeans believe the most thoroughgoing way is structural reform of 

the alliance system, increasing Western Europe's position in the alliance through 
reform. However, following several buffetings of the alliance relationship (including 
the failure of the "Year of Europe" in 1973 and a "New Atlantic Charter"), the countries 
of Wesern Europe are as quiet as can be about structural reforms on a large scale. 
Furthermore, several major countries of Western Europe are today still a long way 

from common agreement about how to carry out structural reforms. Consequently, for 

a period of time, the fundamental policy of Western European countries has been to 
maintain the existing alliance system, while at the same time advancing gradually 

by a circuitous route in an effort to slowly build an amorphous "European presence." 
For example, in the military field, Western European countries have set up numerous 
coordinating organizations, and topics discussed in them have expanded from produc- 
tion of armaments to defense policies. In the currency area, as another example, 

some of the countries in the European Economic Community have set up a European cur- 
rency system. Wester European countries hop throug these measures to gradually create 
conditions for reforms in the European-American alliance. 


While preparing to reform the alliance, Western European countries have proposed 

that allied countries may pursue different policies in their foreign relations. In 
view of the American demand that allies "share the b:rdens," they hav proposed a 
"nolicy division of labor" and "division of roles," in ordinary words, what they 

are advocating in international affairs is that some play the role of the "good guys" 
while others play the role of the "bad guys." The practice in recent years of advocacy 
of "diversification" of allied policies on the part of Western European countries 
reflects both a softer attitude than that of the United States on struggle with the 
USSR on some issues (as, for example, the Afghanistan issue), and also reflects Wes- 
tern European attempts on some issues to use its own methods to lever its own interests 
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(as, for example, on the issue of support for Palestine national sovereignty). Western 
European espousal of "diversified" policies both demonstrates the lack of a completely 
common strategy between Europe and the United States, and also reflects the desire 

by Western European countries to enjoy a position of greater independence and autonomy 
‘in their foreign policies. 


Today numerous people in the west are fearful that the European-American alliance 

has fallen into the most serious crisis since the war. As a joint report issued 

by responsible officials in four of the most influential European and American inter- 
national relations study organizations pointed out, "one cannot regard the present 
crisis on both side of the Atlantic Ocean as a series of short term incidents. They 
are very far reaching."2 As a result of the depth of divergences and the lack of 

"a quick cure," many people in the west are fearful that unless handled properly 

by both sides, the possibility of an intensification of conflicts between Europe 

and the United States cannot be ruled out. Western newspaper reports relate that 

an important advisor to President Reagan said, "If 3 years from now NATO is no longer 
functioning, I would not feel surprised. "3 These words and recent events show the 
present state of European-American relations is becoming increasingly difficult to 
continue, and the issue of alliance reform has to be put on the agenda. 


The basis point of departure of European countries toward American policy remains 
increase in Western Europe's independence and self-determination under the protection 
of the European-American alliance. Consequently they bend every effort to avoid 
destruction of the alliance. Numerous Western European political experts stress 

that no one wants to take responsibility for destruction of the alliance. Not long 
ago the French Minister of National Defense, Charles Hernu said, "France and the 

other countries of Europe should seek to redefine NATO relationships." He said further, 
"Until a new alliance has been established, we cannot get rid of the alliance we 
have."4 The common hope of Western European nations is that in the process of estab- 
lishing a new alliance, every effort will be made to ameliorate conflicts between 
Europe and the United States, and to avoid excessive tensions in the alliance. It 

is with these considerations in mind that they are now intensifying the system of 
consultations with the United States in an effort to coordinate the policies of both. 
Nevertheless, even so the European-American alliance will encounter hazards in future. 
How to build a more equal alliance relationship remains a large and difficult problem. 


3. Mutual Needs and Different Calculations of Europe's Major Countries 


The countries of Western Europe know very well that if they are to form a truly indepen- 
dent force in international affairs, they must effect a closer unity with each other 
than at present. And in order to do this, each country must set up common strategic 
goals and make mutual concessions or even sacrifices. Currently, however, no such 
conditions exist. Consequently, the course they pursue on questions of common Western 
European concern is to actively explore possibilities for further unity, primarily 

in the European Economic Community, on any issue. But this is limited to maneuvering 
and setting up of frameworks; it has no expectation of achieving rapid progress. 


In the political field, their continuing goal is establishment of political alliance, 
but they are currently only beginning political cooperation and the coordination 
of policies to take common action. 
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In the fields of economics and currency, their goal is establishment of an economic 

and currency alliance; however, only preliminary steps have been taken to set up 

a currency system. In the military field, they do not rule out the prospect of establish- 
ing an independent defense system for Western Europe, but they have only just begun 

talks on cooperation in armaments production and defense policies. In short, they 

are maintaining, "Western European unity options," waiting to see as they go. 


In recent years, the role of two factors has strikingly increased in mutual relation- 
ships among the various countries of Western Europe. 


The first is continuing economic difficulties. Under the impact of economic crisis, 
not only have specific economic contradictions among the various countries of Western 
Europe increased, but also as a result of different situations obtaining in each 
country and differences in policy thinking of power blocs, the divergence in economic 
problems of individual countries has enlarged, thereby increasing difficulties in 
coordinating the policies of individual countries. 


Second is strengthening of West Germany's position. In the midst of a general economic 
crisis in the western world, West Germany's economy experienced numerous difficulties 
too. ut overall life in Germany was a little bit better. In addition, development 

of its relations with the USSR and with Eastern Europe meant that its political position 
was better. When Brandt began promotion of his "New Ostpolitik,"” though the west 

had reservations about West Germany's intentions, it recognized, nevertheless, that 
West German recognition of East Germany could bring stability to the European situation, 
and the "German problem," which had weighed for so long on the minds of Europeans, 

might be put in cold storage. Later on it was realized that within a very short 

period of several years, the developing changes in East and West Germany relations 

had made the unification of the German people a topic for conversation once again. 
Nowadays no one supposes that Germany's unification will come about within the foreseeable 
future, but the shadow of the "German question” has appeared again, and it influences 
the policy decisions of countries concerned in open or hidden ways. 





Events of the past several years have shown that the two aforementioned factors need 
not necessarily destroy the Western European alliance, but they will complicate the 
form of that alliance. Many people in the west believe that during the past several 
years "nationalistic" consciousness has become more intense in European international 
relations. At the present time, the nations of Western Europe continue to hope that 
through unity they can improve their common positions. However, in several major 
countries, notably West Germany, France, and England, achievement in unity of their 
individual goals and restriction of others has become increasingly conspicuous. 


The policies currently being pursued by West Germany have been termed classical "Neo 
De Gaulleist policies." They both strive to strengthen Germany's political position 
and protect the interests of the German people while at the same time avoiding becon- 
ing too “conspicuous,” in order to avoid being isolated. In order to achieve this, 
West Germany realizes it must maintain good relations with its Western European allies, 
which is to say, it has to rely on West European unity to increase West Germany's 
international political position. To this end, West Germany wnats, first of all, 

to work in concert with France. Not only on major diplomatic issues doe s it want 

to consult to the maximum extent possible with France, but in some matters it wants 
to promote French action. At the same time it wants to win over England (as well 

as other West European countries), and consequently it has agreed to increase further 
its financial contributions to the European Economic Community so as to lighten the 
burden on England and thereby moderate economic conflicts with England and the Euro- 
pean Economic Community. Strengthening of West European unity and avoiding its own 
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isolation is where West Germany's fundamental interests lie, and it appears that 
it can only continue to adhere to such a program. 


France pursues a policy of using West European unity both to improve France's position 
and to tether West Germany. France steadfastly harbors extreme apprehensions about 
Germany's future course, and these apprehensions have increased during the past 2 
years. Quite a few Frenchmen worry that the USSR may, under certain conditions, 

plays its so called “German card," by proposing establishment of a neutral German 
federation. This car would hold tremendous attraction for West Germany, and the 

west would be hard put to deal with this. However, most of France's bourgeoisie 
believe that precisely because of the existence of the aforementioned possibility, 
France must win over West Germany. France cannot irritate or reject Germany, nor 
should France create a situation in which France and Germany vie to curry favor with 
the USSR. Therefore, people in French political and academic circles generally acknow- 
ledge that last year's visit to Warsaw by Giscard d'Estaing was unwise, mostly because 
in the wake of it, the green light was given for a visit by Helmut Schmidt to Moscow. 
In order to avoid a West German tilt toward the Soviet Union, and concurrently in 
order to get the benefit of West Germany's economic strength (particularly in banking 
and currency), France's basic policy is to work with West Germany to promote West 
Europe's unity. After Mitterand was elected president of France, despite his dis- 
claimer of a "Franco-German axis," he continued to emphasis close Franco-German coopera- 
tion on the major issue of West European unity. He cannot change the policy of close 
cooperation between France and Germany that has been followed for many years. 


England is not as sensitive as France about the "German problem.” Numerous Englishmen 
feel that cooperation with Germany is vastly easier than cooperation with France. 
Though England has a substantial number of conflicts on prevailing systems in the 
Economic Community about specific issues touching on her own personal interests, 

and though many people in the Labor Party harp on England's withdrawal from the European 
Economic Community, the British bourgeoisie realize that much development has occurred 
in relating the British economy to that of the Western European continent, and that 
withdrawal from the Rueopean Economic Community would bring greater hardships for 
Britain. If England wants to make a mark in the world, in particular, there is even 
more need for it to strengthen its cooperation with Western European nations. Even 
though quite a few Englishment still cherish the "special relationship between Britain 
and the United States;" nevertheless, many people clearly realize that turning their 
backs on Europe to revive the “special relationship between Britain and the United 
States" is impossible. Some British scholars have also rightly pointed out that 

even looked at in terms of preserving the "special relationship between Britain and 
the United States," only through unity with continental Europe can Britain have a 
position vis-a-vis the United States. 








West Germany, France, the United Kingdom, and the other countries of Western Europe 

have their own separate calculations, but West Europe;s unity is still the focal 

point of their policies. In their pursuit of external policies, they each maintain 
their own equilibrium, but Western European unity is the fulcrum of that equilibrun. 

As some western scholars say, western European unity, notably the Fanco-Germany relation- 
ship on which it rests, is the most subtle relationship in modern diplomatic history. 

It is rational combination lacking in ardent love in which both parties fear that 

the other many become unfaithful, and thus they do all possible to woo each other. 

The reason this is s~ is Europe, faced with a struggle between the two hegomonist 

powers and particularly under threat fromthe USSR, needs a common strategy for 
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resistance to hegemon’; nevertheless, their individual national interests and strategic 
objectives are by no means totally the same, and there are even some elements of 
mutual conflict. 


Obviously if the several principal countries of Western Europe were limited only 

to a combination of the aforementioned maneuverings among various political groupings, 
there could be no truly close unity. Though they have maneuvered in every field, 
formulated goals of close alliance, and have even conducted direct elections for 

a European parliament in an attempt to promote the federation of Europe; still if 
they really want to bring about close federation, not only do they neec to surmount 
the various hardships occassioned by serious economic crisis, but more importantly 
they must make breakthroughs in achieving greater strategic unanimity. 


4. Intentions and Limitations of Western Europe's Promotion of Reformism in the 
Third World 


If Western Europe is to become an independent force in world affairs, it must devise 
means to make up its deficiences in resources. For this reason, it gives a great 

deai of attention to development of relations with third world countries having abundant 
resources. 


Generally speaking, Western Europe's fundamental policy toward the third world is 

as follows: (1) Principal reliance on political and economic methods in an effort 

to stabilize the situation in some areas of the third world. (2) Without damaging 

the fundamental interests of industrial countries, to make some concessions on economic 
demands fromthe third world in order to ameliorate the contradictions between north 

and south. (3) Insofar as possible to use preferential arrangements and diverse 

forms of "assistance," to form a political and economic system, with Western Europe 

as its hub, with some areas of the third world. These politicies reflect the fundamen- 
tal Western European attitude of being an intermediary force in the international 
struggle, meaning attempts through the promotion of reformist policies to have the 
third world continue to be appendages of industrial countries. 





Western European countries are currently most apprehensive lest turmoil in the Middle 
East and the Persian Gulf regions threaten their life lines that supply resources. 

In analyzing the situation in this region, they emphasize that the fundamental cause 
of upheaval lies in various local confiicts. They look with a mixture of joy and 
sadness at the weakening of the two superpowers’ control of the regions energy. They 
are joyful at the possibility that Western Europe may get an opportunity to play 

a greater role, and they are sad that in future there may be more countries where 
turmoil like that in Iran breaks out. In order to contain Soviet uee of the upheaval 
in this region to carry out expansion, they are preparing conditional coordination 

of action with the United States, but they are apprehensive about rash action on 

the part of the United States, and even more fearful that military assault will bring 
disaster to Western Europe itself. Consequently, they oppose extension to the Near 
East and the Persian Gulf region of the NATO defense area in order to avoid having 
military clashes in this region "automatically" ripple into western Europe. They 
emphasize that in the Middle East and Persian Gulf (as well as in other parts of 

the third world) military methods are best used to maintain a deterrent rather than 
actually employed, and that the west should rely primarily on political and economic 
methods to influence the third world. 
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In order to open channels of influence toward the third world, western European countries 
actively advocate a “north-south dialogue." Some west European political figures 

also preach the extended application to problems in north-south relations of the 
experiences of western countries in handiing internal disputes between labor and 

capital. They attempt to use some partial non-material concessions to continue to 
maintain the old international economic order in whic industrial countries exploit 
developing countries. 


Just as events during the past few years have shown, western European concessions 

to developing countries have been extremely limited. In the global dialogue between 
north and south, though western European countries have expressed greater flexibility 
than the United States, on real issues its position is fundamentally the same as 

that of the United States. Likewise, talks between the European Economic Community 

and some developing countries (e.g., a European-Arab dialogue) have shown little 
progress because the European Economic Community countries are as yet unable to satisfy 
very well the demands of Arab countries. 


Western Europe is still trying through limited concessicns in some areas to revive 

and maintain its “special interests." The European Economic Community is in process 
of gradually promoting the conception of its building a multi-level relationship 

with third world countries: (1) First, the building of a most preferential economic 
relationship with the countries aroudn the shores of the Mediterranean Sea (including 
Arab countries along the North African anc Middle Eastern coast). (2) Second, the 
building of collective preferential relationships, such as the Lome accords, with 
African countries (not including the Arab states of North Africa), and some scattered 
island nations. (3) Next, proceeding fromthe foundation of preferential relation- 
ships and using a European-Arab-African dialogue, gradually to build an all around 
longterm political and economic cooperative relationship between the European Economic 
Communityand Arab and African states. (4) Finally, development of wideranging rela- 
tionshiops with other areas in the third world, using the methods of advocating a 
north-south dialogue, providing certain general preferential treatment, and signing 

of cooperative agreements with certain regional organizations in third world countries. 
Through the aforementioned arrangements, the European Economic Community hopes to 
form a political and economic system embracing African and Middle Eastern countries 

in which the European Economic Community is the center. 


During the past 2 years, western European activities in the third world hav made 
some progress. Its political and economic relationships with Arab coun.‘ -, in 
particular, have become closer. However, in an overall sense, as of the present, 
relations between western European countries and the third world have continued to 
produce much talk and little action. An announcement on Middle Eastern problems 
made by the summit conference of the European Economic Community held in Venice last 
June was just such a case in point. The European Economic Community made some posi- 
tive statements about the national rights of the Palestinian people, but lacked the 
power to take any real action. As to whether they will be able to play a greater 
future role in the third world will require, first, waiting to see whether they put 
forward proposals conforming to the demands of the third world and whether they make 
substantial concessions t the third world. Second, it will depend on whether they 
can unite further, thereby increasing their capabilities for action. 
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5. Reflections on Western Europe's Foreign Policy Thinking of the Basic Attributes 
of the Second World 


Western Europe's relations with the USSR, the United States, the third world, and 
even with the federation of western Europe itself have undergone great development 
and change. This state of affairs demonstrates that the old world order established 
at Yalta is rapidly coming apart, and reflects an intensely turbulent major aspect 
of world affairs. 


Western Europe is a region in whic second world countries are concentrated, and which 
is very discontent with the situation of "two poles." In pursuit of its own interests, 
it is promoting in many quarters a “multiple pole" world to replace the "two pole” 
world. It hopes that in a situation of "multiple polarity," to be able to use various 
forces to restrict each othertocreate a situation that is favoragle to its spread. 
However, it also realizes that as the strategic focal point - superpowers contesting 
hegemony of the entire globe, its strategic predicament is extremely brittle and 
sensitive. The replacement of the old structure with the new poses extremely great 
risks for it. Consequently it hopes to be able, while not throwing into disarray 

the military “balance of power" and through a process of gradual change. to bring 
about a "multi-polar™ world. 


Since Western Europe wants to gradually demolish the yoke that the "two poles" structure 
imposes on it, it would like to bend the power of the third world to this, but it 

does not entirely recognize the independent position of the third world. In its 

eyes, the so-called “multi-polar™ world means cutting the farflung thrid world away 
fromthe "poles" to which it belongs. Some Western Europeans say that western Europe's 
diplomacy is "semi-conservative and semi-reformist," It differs from "the conserva- 
tive diplomacy" of the United States and the USSR, which aims at maintaining "two 
poles," and differs also from the third workd's "revolutionary diplomacy." This 

is a portrayal of the dual nature of the second world. 


The political characteristics of western European countries determine some of the 
nature of their foreign policies. On an international scale, they are intermediate 
forces in the international class struggle, which means that in a sharp, complex 
struggle, they muet inevitably demonstrate characteristics of weakness, vacillation, 
and a lack of an overall viewpoint. In addition, the strength of the indivual countries 
of western Europe has still not been able to coalesce completely, and so their actual 
capabilities are still fairly distant from their goal of really becoming one "pole" 
among others, and this makes their aforementioned weaknesses even more difficult 

to surmount. In internation terms the post-war countries of Western Europe have 
universally exhibited an expansion of their intermediate strata, and on this social 
foundation has grown a reformist political trend. The principal represnetative of 
this trend is the Socia Democratic Party in each country. But it also strongly 
influences other bourgeois political parties. It not only influences the domestic 
policies of each western European country, but influences their foreign relations 

as well. Because of the foregoing basic characteristics, in their foreign relations 
the countries of western Europe always take a roundabout, step by step method, seeking 
to go around conflicts not readily soluble, feeling their way along, advancing and 
retreating, looking at the reaction to every step ta’:en ani gauging the consequences 
that may follow, while prepareing a way to beat a retreat should the situation take 

a turn for the worse. 
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In foreign relations, Western European countries bend every effort to “open up all 
kinds of options." The bourgeoisie in Western European countries believe that inas- 
much as numerous elements in international situations are beyond their ability to 
control, they should all the more prepare to deal wit the many possible situations 

that might arise. Take an extremely sensitive defense issue as an example. At first 
Western European countries wanted to involve the United States as the mainstayof 
present Western European security, but they feared, first of all, that the United 
States was not reliable, and secondly they feared that working with the United Stated 
in the vigorous strengthening of military preparedness was politically and economi- 
cally unbearable. Consequently they continued talks with the USSR on matters such 

as arms control as an alternative to strengthening defenses. Later on, they became 
apprehensive lest the talks might lead to detente between the United States and the 
USSR, with damage to Western European interests. They, therefore retained the capabil- 
ity of building an independent Western European defense system. Because the building 
of a Western Europan system was fraught with difficulties of all kinds, individual 
countries then developed their own defense system on the basis of their own strategic 
thinking. The Western European nations adopted programs to prepare for any and all 
possibilities, both to counter the USSR and to haggle with the United States. "Opening 
up of all kinds of optins, is both a tactical manevver, but by no means entirely 

so, and is «also used to keep open various possible choices. In relations with everyone 
in every field, Western Europe practices a combination of mutual restraint and inter- 
mingling, and correspondingly “keeps all options open” in every respect. 


As compared with the situation prior to World War II, the international posit ‘on 

of the nations of Western Europe has greatly weakened. They realize that after the 
superpowers came into being, "Europe's options," that is to say the institution in 
every field of close Western European unit, was their most reliable way out and was 
also the only way in which to increase their international position. Consequently, 
during the past 2 years, despite having encountered all sorts of difficuities, they 
continue to the limits of their abilities to promote progress in Western European 
federation. However, for several countries that have striven for supremacy in the 
world and that today still possess individual special interests, the realization 

of a close federation is truly not easy. That they have ben able to attain the degree 
of unity that exists today is largely the result of the pressure of events. In addi- 
tion, one should also say that they have learned a certain lesson from the national 
tragedies of Europe's historical experience. 


The duality that is an inevitable concomittant to Europe's being the second world 
cannot be fundamentally eliminated; however, under certain conditions, as to how 
this duality will be manifested and in what respect it will be most conspicuous will 
depend on the development of the situation of internationa struggle. 


6. Where Will Western Europe Head? 


The 1980's will be a decade of severe testing for We.tern Europe. 1980, the first 

year of the 1980's was an historically very unordinary post-war year for Europe. 

In this year, a series of major incidents directly affecting Western Europe's security 
occurred, among them the upheavals in the Middle East, the Persian Gulf, etc., and 

most prominently was the continued highly turbulent Polish situation. Development 

of the Polish situation, no matter its outcome, will produce far reaching effects 

on the situation in all of Euroep and Western European policies. If the USSR intervenes 
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militarily, Europe's East-West relations may again undergo an abrupt change. Should 
the USSR not dare to dispatch soldiers, the estimate of numerous Westerners is that 
the changes in Poland will effect in various ways other East European countries, 

and will particularly affect East Germany. Thus the USSR will face even greater 
difficulties, making Europe's East-West relations even moe complicated. 


Within the various countries of Western Europe, there are also numerous problems 
today. In all of the countries of Western Europe, in varying degrees, there are 
signs that class contradictions and social contradictions are intensifying, which 

are manifested principally in new developments in opposition to unemployment and 

the struggle ot oppose cutbacks in social welfare. At the same time a "pacifist" 
trend of opposition to nuclear weapons and opposition to increased military expenditues 
has also raised its head. In several of the leading countries a trend toward renewed 
combinations of political forces has also appeared. In France, following Fracois 
Mitterand's election as president, the Socialist Party again won an absolute majority 
in parliament, and this was the fist time since the war that this happened. In the 
United Kingdom, changes began totake place in the structure of the two party system 
with a split off fromthe Labor Party of the Social Democratic Party, and an increase 
in policy difference within the Conservative Party. Particularly deserving of atten- 
tion is that the power combinations within Germany are also brewing new changes. 

The room for maneuver in the domestic and foreign "tightrope" policies of the Helmut 
Schmidt government is becoming increasingly small. 





Against a backdrop of instability in Eastern and Western Europe, during the next 

several years the United States and the USSR will launch intense struggle over a 

series of issues in Europe, the most prominent of which will be the issue of nuclear 
forces in the European theater. It appears that the Reagan administration will strive 
to promote plans for the deployment in Western Europe of long-range guided missiles 

in order to maintain the nuclear balance of power in the Euroepan theater, th strengthen 
America's position of strength relativ to the USSR, and to maintain the leadership 

of the United States in the Western alliance. Inevitably the USSR will spare no 
efforts in an attempt to sabotage this plan. To this end, while continuing to regard 
the United States as the principal adversary, it may intensify threats and blandishments 
toward the countries of Western Europe, and the possibility cannot be ruled out that 

it will increase the bait offered Western Europe to drive a wedge between Europe 

and the United States to induce Western Europe to move toward neutrality. 





During the past 10 years or more, the European situation has seemed rather calm. 
During the 1980's a change may occur in this state of affairs. Not only will the 
turbulence in areas poriferal to Europe continue to assail Europe, but various contra- 
dictions within Europe itself will also develop further. The struggle between the 

two hegemonist powers in Europe, as well as contradictions between European nations 
and the two hegemonist powers, may intensify. Some Western newspapers say that an 
earthquake is taking place in Europe, and the epicenter is in Poland and Germany. 

The military and p«litical power structure established in post-war Europe after 1945 
is beginning to crumble."> 


Under these circumstances, just where will Western Europe head? What role will it 
play in international affairs? Will it be able to become a "pole" in the interna- 
tional setup? What kind of "pole?" Looked at in terms of the situation in all 
quarters, one can envision four prospects for Western Europe during the 1980's as 
follows: 
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(1) Fu0ther dependence on the United States. Because of the very great political 
and economic difficulties in each country, no great progress will be possible in 
the unification of Western Europe. Faced with the Soviet threat, it has no choice 
but to continue and even increase its dependence on the United States. Under these 
circumsstances, Western European policies toward the USSR and Eastern Europe will 
change as relations between the United States and the USSR change. 


(2) Increasirgly become an incompletely independent "pole." In the political and 
economic realms, Western Europe will continue to increase unity, thereby gaining 
greater independence vis-a-vis the United States. However, inasmuch as it relies 
on the United States to a fairly great extent in defense matters, its independence 
will continue to have definite limits. Such a Western Europe cannot entirely get 
out from under the limitations of relations betweer the United States and the USSR 
in its relations with th USSR and Eastern Europe; however, it can increase the use 
of some methos that are not entirely synonymous with those of the United States. 


(3) Become a truly independent "pole." Western Europe may not only strengthen poli- 
tical and economic unity, but also build its own defense system. Though continuing 
to be allied to the United States, it could attain a position of equality and sit 

in councils as an equal with the United States. Such a Western Europe could fairly 
staunchly contend with the USSR, but would exert a strong attraction for Eastern 
Europe. 


(4) So-called "Finlandization." Failure to unit, and the European-American alliance 
being destroyed. Under the threats and blandishments of the USSR, Western Europe 
tilts toward the Soviet Union. 


Though the first of the foregoing prospects cannot be discounted, its likelihood 

is not great. This is because, in an overall sense, America's strength will continue 
to weaken relatively. In 1979, the gross national product of the European Economic 
Community nations exceeded that of the United States for the first tine. During 

the next 3 to 5 years, even if America's economic development is somewhat better 

than that of Western Europe, it will be difficult for the United States to regain 

a position of power to bolster contro over Western Europe. If the European Economic 
Community enlarges further, absorbing countries such as Spain in which the development 
potential is fairly great, during the post-1980's period, the European Economic Community 
may occupy a more f.x«vorable position in comparison with the economic strength of 

the United States. Consequently, the overall tendency will be for Western Europe 

to enhance its independence of the United States and its self-determination rather 
than to increase its dependence on the United States. 


The possibilities for the secon aforementioned prospect aking place during the 1980's 
are fairly great, which is to say that Western Europe will gradually become an incompletely 
independent "pole." This is precisely the goal that the “semi-De Gaulleist" trend 
pursued. The internal contradictions and changes in the combination of forces in 

some Western European countries may ‘impel their governments to make some readjustments 
in their foreign policies. However, under presently prevailing overall conditions, 

it appears that the nations of Western Europe will not likely fundamentally change 

the "semi-De Gaullist" policy trend. The exacerbation of the contest between the 
Soviet and American superpowers, as well as the weakening of their ability to control 
the world situation, is even now impelling an international position advantageous 

to Western Europe.s of relative independence, and playing a corresponding role in 
world affairs. 
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Europe's becoming a truly independent “pole” cannot, from a long range standpoint, 
be entirely discounted; however, prospects that this will happen during the 1980's 
are not great unless during this period of time tremendous changes take place in 
the international situation, and new combinations of forces foavoring close unity 
on the part of Western Europe develop within the various nations of Western Europe. 


For quite some time there has been very much discussion internationally of the so- 
called “Finlandization" of Western Europe, but its meaning is not clear. If this 
term may be used, the actual possibility of such taking place is very small, because 
even though Soviet military power steadily gros, its weaknesses are also steadily 
revealed. Speaking in terms of Western Europe, its bourgeoisie is a long way from 
being so weak as to watn to accept a position in which th eUSSR cavalierly orders 
them about. Despite the increase in the "pacifist" trend in Western Europe. the 
demand to strengthen defenses against the USSR is still the predominant tendency 
among all strata of the nations of Western Europe. Further more the United States 
is not about to allow Western Europe to pledge allegiance to the Soviet Union. There- 
fore, at least during the 1980's one may say tht the possibility of "Finlandization" 
does not exist. 


In August, the French Minister of Defense, Charles Hernu said, "The time for holding 
mutual consultations simply because two large countries are either acting as friends 
aor acting as adversaries cannot continue.” This remark expresses the demand of 
Western European countries for an end to the situation of "two poles" and a strengthen- 
ing of the basic trend toward independence and self-determination. The countries 

of Western Europe want togradually become an independent force in international affairs. 
In this favorable to anti-hegemony on world scale, and particularly for opposition 

to the struggle against Soviet hegemony? On this issue, students of international 
problems both inside and outside China have various views. Looked at in terms of 

the overall long range stxategic situation, it must be said that the trend in Western 
Europe to form an independent force is of positive significance for anti-hegemony, 

and particularly for anti-Soviet hegemony. This is because an independent and autono- 
mous Western Europe could both restrain the American habit of not treating people 

with an attitude of equality, and could be another impediment to Soviet ambitions 

for hegemony over the entire globe. It could also check American and Soviet consoli- 
dation of the “two poles” situation and sacrificing the interests of others in dealing 
with each other. Strengthening of Western European independence and self-determina- 
tion might also produce a powerful influence on Eastern Europe and help weaken the 
Soviec Union's hegemonist position. Finally, an indeperident Western Europe would 

help the third world use “multiple pole" contradictions to begin to struggle and 
strengthen the forces against the anti-hegemonist main forces. 


Furthermore, so-called "semi-De Gaulleism" reflects, in the last analysis, the limits 
of Western European power. "Semi-De Gaulleist" Europe may also be only a transi- 
tional state of affairs. For Western Europe be become a truly independent force, 

a very long, tortuous journey will be required, and one cannot rule out the possi- 
bility of reverses along the way. At critical junctures, in particular the weakness 
of the nations of Western Europe may be more greatly revealed. All indications are 
that even more sever testing awaits the countries of Western Furope. 








Nevertheless, as Engels said in teh forward to the secon dGerman edition of “The 
Situation of the British Working Class", published in 1892, "For a great class as 

for a great people, learning fromthe consequences of ones mistake is more rapid than 
learning in any other way." During this century the people of all the nations of 
Europe have gone through the catastrophe of two great wars. In the 30 years since 

the war, they have also gone through all kinds of twists and turns. Now, upon enter- 
ing the 1980's , development of the situation also gives people more reason to believe 


tht the peoples of all nations of Europe have formed a conclusion out of their experiences, 
and hold their fate in their own hands.

GUANGDONG EMPHASIZES CONTROL OVER SMUGGLING AND OTHER ILLEGAL ACTIVITIES

[Article: "Discipline Inspection Work Conference Convened by the Guangdong Pro- 
vincial Commission for Inspection and Discipline; Vigorous Measures in Political 
Discipline Inspection in Waging the Struggle Against Unhealthy Tendencies in 
Economic Circles; Current Key Tasks of Discipline Inspection Involving Resolution 
of Problems Caused by Party Members and Cadres Smuggling Goods and Selling Them; 
They Act as Grafters, Embezzlers and Speculators; Leading Cadres Violate the Law 
and Discipline in Building Private Housing"] 


[Text] Recently in Foshan Municipality, a discipline inspection work conference 
was convened by the Guangdong Provincial Commission for Inspection of Discipline 
(of Guangdong Party Committee) to publicize and put into effect the spirit of the 
Central South and Southwest Region Discipline Inspection Work Conference convened 
at Changsha by the Central Commission for Inspection of Discipline. By practicing 
pragmatism, the Guangdong conference delegates discussed and determined the main 
tasks of current discipline inspection, 


All comrades at the conference unanimously recognized that three major missions 
(proposed by the Central Commission for Inspection of Discipline) include the 
following: (a) continue to implement the "Guidelines" and strengthen political 
ideology activity in waging a struggle against speeches and actions in viole_ion 
of the four fundamental principles. (b) Correct unhealthy tendencies in economic 
circles. (c) Step up the work of commissions for discipline inspection at levels 
below the region and county in order to keep pace with day-to-day reality in 
Guangdong. Good performance of these three missions is vital in carrying through 
the Party line, course and policy, following the third plenary session of the 
Eleventh Central Party Committee, as well as the spirit of its sixth plenary ses- 
sion. Moreover, it is also significant in enhancing Party leadership and promoting 
construction of the Four Modernizations, 


At the Foshan conference, it was recognized that the Party style improved after 
compliance with the "Guidelines." However, unhealthy tendencies are still rampant; 
particularly striking are problems of unhealthy tendencies in economic circles as 
well as illegal and undisciplined activities. Because a special policy with 
flexible measures and the construction of special economic zones are undertaken in 
Guangdong Province, it is required to open doors wider to the outside world, to 
relax internal control further, and to grant more authority to lower levels. Party 
discipline should be stricter; laws should be more strictly observed; and the Party 
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members' lifestyle should be more restrained. Even more important is the struggle 
against ideological corruption by the capitalist class. 


At the conference, the various levels of discipline inspection commissions placed 
the emphasis on actions strengthening the inspection of political discipline in 
order to compensate for the disorganized and weak activities among the leadership 
at some localities and units, daring to wage struggle against those speeches and 
activities violating the Party line and four fundamental principles. Thus, the 
Party political line and ideological line can be definitely carried out in full. 
The discipline inspection commissions should assist the Party's propagation and 
organization departments to educate Party members well so that the commiss‘ons can 
perform their function of “health-care nurses." Unhealthy tendencies are dominated 
by weak ideological outlook; the basis for correcting unhealthy tendencies is 
effective political ideology activities. Timely inspection and proper judgment 
should be provided Party members, especially leading cadres, whose speeches and 
activities conflict with the spirit of four fundamental principles and the spirit 
of the sixth plenary session [of the Eleventh Party Central Committee]. Party men- 
bers and high cadres committing serious and persistent violations will be punished 
under Party discipline. Because many problems in ideological front are problems 

of understanding, two types of contradictions should be strictly distinguished in 
mastering the means of criticism and self-criticism and in patiently and deli- 
cately engaging in ideological education, 





As for the problem of correcting the unhealthy tendencies in economic circles, the 
Foshan conference requested the various localities to devote their energies in 
inspecting and resolving major cases, important cases, and the most apparent and 
the most wide-ranging problems according to different local settings. From the 
current situation in Guangdong Province, six following problems should be emphati- 
cally solved: (1) Party members and cadres supporting, harboring, concealing, or 
taking part in smuggling and selling goods, as well as engaging in embezzlement 

and speculation. (2) While engaging in commercial transactions, these cadres 
demand gifts and accept bribes. (3) They violate foreign currency control regula- 
tions and seek the self-interest of individuals and small groups. (4) They steal 
or damage state properties. (5) They gravely violate financial and economic dis- 
cipline. (6) They engage in disguised bribery through psychological means. The key 
points involve judicious resolution of problems in the smuggling and selling of 
goods by Party members and cadres, their embezzling and speculation, as well as 
leading cadres’ use of their positions and authorities in the violation of laws and 
discipline as well as building private housing. In correcting the unhealthy 
tendencies, persistence is needed in comprehensive measures and the mass policy 
line. Close coordination is needed with departments of organization, propaganda, 
administration, economics, politics, and justice to sufficiently exploit the 
functions of Party supervision, administrative supervision, financial supervision, 
and judicial supervision. Some problems can be solved by establishing and revising 
rules and regulations as well as stressing economic legislation. Warmly commended 
are model individuals and advanced units that are honest and incorruptible, con- 
cerned with the common good; also commended are those that observe laws and dis- 
cipline, resist corruption, and dare to oppose unhealthy tendencies, These model 
individuals and advanced units should be examples to all. 


The Foshan conference also studied the problem of strengthening the operations of 
discipline inspection commissions. The conference stressed that the mass 
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discipline inspection cadres should strictly discipline themselves, acting as 
models in abiding by Party discipline and state laws. They should dare to strug-

TREND OF USING ‘CONNECTIONS’ FOR GAIN DENOUNCED

Must Be Arrested" ] 


[Text] The situation as reflected in letters from readers about leaders of the 
chemical machinery plant in Zhongshan County wining and dining, developing connec- 
tions, and seeking gains for the small collective illustrates how seriously erosive 
this devious trend of developing "connections" has become; it is seriously endanger- 
ing our cause, and it must be uprooted. 

In resorting to the development of "connections," this practice of bribery in a 
devious form on the part of the chemical machinery plant in Zhongshan County exer- 

ted a very bad influence: it interfered with our state resources, and caused a 

large sum of state funds to flow into the pockets of small collectives and individuals 
through various loopholes; it ruined the lofth social customs of socialism and caused 
some cadres to become gradually contaminated by the vulgar workstyle of making use 

of their public office for private gain and pursuing individual enjoyment; it 

damaged the party's prestige among the masses. For their love of their leaders and 
cadres, for the interest of socialist construction, and for the maintenance of the 
party's prestige and credibility, several staff members and workers of the plant 
forthrightly and repeatedly wrote letters to criticize their plant's devious work- 
style of seeking to develop "connections." This spirit of forthrightness and daunt- 
lessness in struggling against a devious workstyle merits our study and commendation. 
Their action deserves the energetic support of concerned leading departments. 


Concerning this question of uprooting the devious workstyle of seeking to develop 
"connections," the CCP Central Committee and State Council have both issued repeated 
injunctions; but this devious workstyle still has its way and is far from being 
stopped in certain localities and units in our province. The chemical machinery 
plant of Zhongshan County is one of these. The expenditure on entertainment and 
presenting of figts by this plant in seeking to develop its connections came to 
about 3,000 yuan 3 years ago; last year it increased to nearly 10,000 yuan; in the 
first half of this year, it once again increased somewhat over that of the correspon- 
ding period last year. Why have they dared to knowingly commit such an offense? 

As we examine the underlying cause, apart form leaders of concerned departments 
tacitly condoning and supporting them, insofar as this particular plant was concer- 
ned, there were also the following so-called reasons: One was called special cir- 
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cumstances, as they regarded theirs as a “dead-end plant" that would find no outlet 
unless they sought to develop "connections." A second was the pretext that every 
place was practicing the same thing, so what could be so unusual about entertaining 
and presenting gifts to others. A third was the excuse that the action was taken 

in the interest of several hundred workers and not for any individuals, so there 
was some justifiable excuse, etc. But all these reasons do not hold water; they are 
all distorted arguments advanced in defense of the interests of their own respective 
departments and units under the premise of deviating from the party's principles 

and violating the state's interests. If we ran things according to these distorted 
arguments, then, it would be no longer a case of a small reason necessarily submit- 
ting to a big reason, but a case of a big reason finding it necessary to submit to 

a small reason. The CCP Central Committee's "Guiding Principles for Inner-Party 
Political Life" and the State Council's “Circular on Prevention of Unhealthy Trends 
in the Circulation of Commodities" can both be ignored, and any interests of the 
state or future of the party can also all be overlooked, but in doing so, we would 
be violating not only the interests of the state and the people but also the funda- 
mental interests of the masses of our own respective units. 

In order to uproot such a devious trend of seeking to develop "connections," cadres, 
especially leading cadres, at various levels must rectify their e«rroneous perception 
of this devious trend ideologically, profoundly realize the erosive danger it exerts 
on many of our party members, cadres, and even certain party organizations, and 

they must take the lead in implementing the "Guiding Principles" and the "Circular," 
refrain from seeking to establish mutual contacts in an unprincipled way, and struggle 
against the devious workstyle of seeking to develop "connections"; they must not, 

like leaders of the relevant departments in Zhongshan County, on the contrary extend 
support it. In any case, party and government departments at various levels, 
especially judicial and discipline inspection departments, must have the courage to 
run things in accordance with party discipline and state laws; with respect to those 
who resort to developing "connections," they must investigate each and every case 
discovered, and where the situation happens to be serious, it must be adjudicated 

in accordance with party discipline and state laws and the parties involved must be 
given the appropriate punishment commensurate with their respective circumstances; 
economically, all undeserved payment and damage must be returned and repaid. Only 

by doing so can we educate the cadres, make our party discipline strict, and really 
arrest the devious trend of seeking to develop "connections."

DIFFERENCE BETWEEN LIBERALIZATION, IDEOLOGICAL EMANCIPATION OUTLINED

[Text] At a recent symposium on strengthening political ideological work, some 
comrades posed the question whether an opposition to the trend of liberalization 
can obstruct the further emancipation of our minds. Some even went so far as to 
express the opinion that if we want to emancipate our minds, we must not oppose 
liberalization. This shows clearly that these comrades mix up emancipation of the 
mind with liberalization, and that it is necessary to draw a clear line of demarca- 
tion between the two. 


In this respect we must first of all make clear what emancipation of the mind is. 
What is called emancipation of the mind is to break the shackles on the people's 
brains, to break down backward and outmoded notions that impede the advance of 
history, and instead, to apply advanced concepts befitting the demands of the 
time in criticism and replacement of those old notions. Following the Third Ple- 
nary Session, the party Central Committee, in the light of our longterm bondage 
under a leftist ideology and in view of the erroneous “two whatever" viewpoint, 
put forward the policy of emancipating the mind. The purpose was to shake off 
the cult of personality and the fetters of the "leftist" ideology to allow our 
thinking to return to the correct path of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought, 
so that all our work may contribute to firmly upholding the socialist way and to 
strengthening the leadership of the party. In a word, to firmly uphold the four 
basic principles. Many years of experience have demonstrated to us what an impor- 
tant role this policy plays in realizing stability and unity in the whole country 
and in the development of our various undertakings. It is precisely as some of 
our peasant comrades and workers expressed it: "Without a great emancipation of 
our minds, there would not be today's great development of production." 


The essence of the tendency toward liberalization is the intention to depart from 
the leadership of the party and depart from the socialist road. There is indeed 
an extremely small group of people in our society who use the pretence of emanci- 
pating the mind to engage in bourgeois liberalization. On the one hand these peo- 
ple grasp at mistakes in our party's work which have already been corrected, or 
are about to be corrected, apply lopsided exaggerations and spread distrust or 
even erroneous talk of denying the leadership of the party. On the other hand 











they draw conclusions from onesided and superficial phenomena to embellish the 
capitalist system and worship capitalist liberalization and lifestyles. Outwardly, 
these people also oppose the erroneous "two whatever" viewpoint and flaunt them- 
selves as the true emancipators of the mind. In actual fact, however, they stand 
at another extreme of the “two whatevers," they distrust everything, reject every- 
thing and even consider the socialist system as a restrictive pattern that ob- 
structs their kind of “emancipation of the mind." They distort and vilify the 
party, trying at every opportunity to break out of this "restrictive pattern." 
Very obviously, liberalization and emancipation of the mind are fundamentally 
different matters, two things that have nothing at all to do with one another. 


As we have drawn a clear line of demarcation between the essences of liberaliza- 
tion and emancipation of the mind, we have no difficulty in realizing that liber- 
alization, seen as a subjective desire or seen in its objective social effects, 
is a kind of negative and dangerous tendency. As it is not practical and realis- 
tic and can even less inspire people to set their brains in motion to study and 
solve the new conditions and new problems arising in our undertaking of the four 
modernizations, as it only can lead the mentality of the people to the deadend 
street of the bourgeois so-called "absolute freedom" it is a tendency that is 
diametrically opposed to the emancipation of the mind that we advocate. Opposing 
the liberalization tendency is therefore not only not obstructing the emancipa- 
tion of the mind, but will even promote emancipation of the mind and have it take 
the right path. 


However, some of our comrades have not understood this point. They not only do 
not curb words and actions that suggest departing from the leadership of the party 
and from the socialist road, but consider this the emancipation of the mind that 
we should dare to think and dare to speak of. They sympathize directly or indi- 
rectly with erroneous viewpoints and harmful writings, which have already been 
criticized and rejected by the masses, echo them and support them. This is a 
serious misinterpretation of the meaning of emancipation of the mind and is abet- 
ting the tendency of liberalization. If this state of affairs is not changed, 

it will be difficult to implement the principles and policies in force since the 
Third Plenary Session and emancipation of the mind would be nothing but an empty 
word.

COMPATIBILITY OF STABILITY, UNITY, CRITICISM NOTED

While the concern expressed by these comrades for stability and unity is understand- 
able, their apprehension is without foundation. 


There is not the slightest doubt that we should cherish highly the hard-wond situation 
of stability and unity. However, it should be obvious to all that the capitalist 
liberalization trend itself is a factor contributing to instability. Why is that 

the case? The reason is that the four basic principles form the common political 
basis for the unity of the entire party and of all the people, and that it is the 
liberalization trend that seeks to undermine and depart from this political founda- 
tion. The nucleus of the four basic principles is adherence to party leadership, 
while the nucleus of the liberalization trend is opposition to party leadership. 

As was pointed out in the "Resolution on Certain Questions in the History of the 
Party Since the Founding of the People's Republic of China," “Without the Chinese 
Communist Party, there is no new China. Similarly, without the Chinese Communist 
Party, there is no modern socialist China." This is a scientific conclusion borne 
out by the test of history. The Chinese Commmist Party is the nucleus which unifies 
all the races of the nation. Without this mighty and powerful nucleus, our nation 
will disintegrate and become a pan of loose sand completely lacking in cohesion. 

The tragic history of the past 100 years is ample proof of that. As a result of 

the call of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" to “kick out the Central Committee and 
wage a revolution" during the 10-year,"Great Cultural Revolution," the party leader- 
ship was so weakened that civil strife erupted all over the country and the entire 
country was plunged into chaos. The lesson should remain fresh in the memory of 

us all. Nevertheless, those who strenuously seek to shake off the leadership of 

the party and to promote the liberalization movement of the capitalist class are 
oblivious to or have forgotten these historical facts. If they are to be permitted 
to do as they please, the party leadership will have lost its authority, the road 

to socialism will be blocked and the nucleus and foundation of national unity will 
disappear into thin air. In that event, what stability and unity is there to speak 
of? For this reason, we are determined, in the interest of stability and unity, 

to oppose unequivocally the liberalization trend of the capitalist class and to elimi- 
nate the factors contributing to instability. 








The misgiving son the part of some -.arades that criticism of the liberalization 

trend would jeopardize stability and unity may be attributed to the fact that their 
minds are filled with memories of the historical experiences of our party's mistakes 
in launching uncalled for criticism campaigns, and that they have forgotten the historical 
experiences of our party in mounting justifiable criticism campaigns. It is true 

that in the history of our party, ill-conceived criticism campaigns have impaired 

the unity of the party and the people. However, in addition to the historical experiences 
of such mistakes, it should not be forgotten that our party also has historical ex- 
periences stemming from justifiable criticism campaigns in the 60-year history of 

our party. The waging of criticism and self-criticism campaigns and the implementa- 
tion of the policy of “punishing those who go before and exercising caution in dealing 
with those who come after, curing the sickness and saving the people” have served 

to clarify thinking and to unify the comrades. This type of criticism and self- 
criticism launched after the Zunyi conference and the rectification campaign in Yanan 
have served successfully to overcome leftist and rightist errors, to promote effec- 
tively the unity of the party politically, ideologically and in the area of organiza- 
tion and to create the necessar ) preconditions for the victory of the revolutionary 
war. That the 3d Plenary Session and the 6th Plenary Session of the 11th CCP Central 
Committee were crowned with success was due to the launching of correct criticism 

and self-criticism campaigns which served to promote the unity of the party and the 
people and to lay a sound foundation for the establishment of stability and unity. 
Today, our party and our people have achieved maturity and wisdom through our total 
experiences on the obverse and the reverse sides of history. In criticizing this 
misguided liberalization trend of the capitalist class, we must on no account permit 
the errors of our historical experiences to repeat themselves. We must, on the contrary, 
enrich and develop the correct historical experiences which have been passed on to 

us. In launching criticism campaigns, we must use the correct methods, consider 

the results, give help to others, adhere to facts, resort to reason and exercise 
patience and good judgment. We must avoid being rude, waging criticisms and struggles 
indiscriminately, shouting and threatening, attacking from all sides and launching 

one movement after another. We are confident that under the guidance of this correct 
policy, our criticism of the liberalization trend of the capitalist class will have 
the effect of enabling people throughout the nation to distinguish between what is 
right and what is wrong, providing an uplift to their thinking, promoting stability 
and unity and further implementing the four modernizations. 





Some comrades contend that a state of stability and unity is comparable to a pool 

of stagnant water resulting from the “you are well and I am well and everybody is 
well" mentality; it is an absence of criticism and struggle and a permanent state 

of harmony. This is not only a one-sided view, but something which simply cannot 

be accomplished. In the course of our great revolution and especially during the 
twists and turns of history, the people's understanding sometimes tended to lag behind 
actual developments. Unavoidable errors were made here and there. Today, after 
certain twists and turns, the socialist establishment in our country is in favor 

of the liberation of thought and of opening our country to the world. It should 
occasion no surprise some of those who lack a high degree of understanding of socialism 
and a firm commitment tothe revolution, especially young people who are short of 
political experience, are open to the blandishments of the liberalization trend and 
other mistaken notions. The question is what attitude we should take under the cir- 
cumstances. If we were to cover up such errors and allow them to develop freely 

for the sake of a temporary peace, their continued perpetration would without ques- 
tion progressively intensify contradictions and minor errors would assume the propor- 
tions of major errors until they would result in an eruption which would seriously 
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jeopardize stability and unity. It is only by exposing such errors in good time, 

by continuously engaging in criticism and self-criticism by nipping errors in the 

bud and by preventing the intensification of contradictions that the revolutionary 
rank and file can truly achieve unity politically and ideologically. That is the 
only basic way to achieve long-term peace and stability. It was Engels who said 

that "Unity does not preclude mutual criticism without which there can be no mutual 
understanding and therefore no unity" ("The Complete Works of Marx and Engels," Vol 
4, p 523). It is only be seriously and not perfunctorily launching criticism can- 
paigns that a strong bond can be established which will increase the unity of the 
revolutionary rank and file and the state of stability gud unity can be constantly 
invigorated. Stability and unity and the engagement in criticism are definitely 

not mutually exclusive and conflicting. On the contrary, they have a common goal 

and are complementary in nature. We are certain that, by conducting criticism and 
self-criticism in a correct manner and by reversing the mistaken liberalization trend 
of the capitalist class, the state of stability and unity will be further consolidated 
and developed.

{Excerpts From a Letter Written by He Huixian [0149 1979 8300], instructor, 
Department of Physics, Zhong Shan University: "Chinese Must Love Their Own 
Nation and People"] 


[Text] Editor's note: The leading comrades of the provin- 
cial committee recently received a letter written by instruc- 
tor He Huixian of Zhong Shan University. Comrade He Huixian, 
based on her own experience, points out that among our ranks 
there are some who blindly worship foreign countries and are 
totally lacking in a sense of respect for their own people. 
She sincerely points out that "Chinese must love their own 
nation and people." We consider this problem to be both 

well presented and timely. Particularly in our province 
where, due to certain poiicies, we are opening up more and 
more to the outside, and foreign friends are coming and going 
in great numbers; this problem should receive serious atten- 
tion from all quarters. In international contacts and in re- 
lations with foreign friends who come to visit, we should, 
without question, treat them with courtesy, provide them with 
all manner of conveniences, and study their strong points. 
However, at no time should we forget that our motherland is a 
brave nation, and our people are a heroic people. Today, the 
upper and lower ranks of the whole nation are in the process 
of doing their utmost to build a strong, modernized socialist 
country. Every Chinese should feel a sense of pride in having 
such a motherland. This business of appearing to be lackeys 
in front of foreigners, treating one's own countrymen scorn- 
fully, and behaving in a manner that causes us to lose our 
national standards and the sense of self-respect of our people, 
must be resolutely opposed. People who do not love their own 
countrymen are also not capable of loving their motherland. It 
is hoped that the various levels of departments engaged in 
work with foreigners, as well as other concerned departments, 
will step up patriotic education among their personnel. They 
should also carry out an examination of some of the rules and 
regulations governing work involving tourism and services 
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provided to foreigners, and any regulations which tend to harm 
the sense of self-respect of our people or are tainted with 
prejudice against our owncountrymen should be revised or dis- 
carded. We must thoroughly eradicate this worship of foreign 
things anu. this fawning on foreigners-—-phenomena which are 
harmful cto ournational standards, and now we will publish 
excerpts from Comrade He Huixian's letter: 


The main topic I would like to talk about here is "Chinese people must love their 
own motherland and people." 


In our country, where we are daily becoming busier with activities involving 
foreign contacts, people's thinking cannot help undergoing certain changes, and 
it should be said that for the most part these are good. However, among our 
ranks there have appeared some tendencies worth our attention, namely: the blind 
worship of foreign countries, which has given rise to a feeling of inferiority on 
the part of our pesple, and the fact that certain service facilities are becom- 
ing more and more enthusiastic in catering only to foreigners. In the eyes of 
some young people, their motherland and their people do not carry much weight. 
They consider that anything foreign is be ‘ter than something Chinese, and that 
foreigners are more capable than Chinese. 


At the end of November last year, I bought some stamps in the departure lounge of 
Baiyun Airport in Guangzhou, and at that time the attitude of the woman clerk was 
very good. On the afternoon of 27 March of this year, I again had an opportunity 
to arrive at Baiyun Airport, and again went to select some stamps. On entering, 
I saw that there were four foreigners buying stamps; I also went over to the 
counter to have a look. However, I discovered that there was a middle-aged 
woman clerk who continuously gave me a disdainful look. Apparently, she was 

not happy to have me there; it seemed that my appearance had offended her sense 
of “decorum” and that, most likely, she had forgotten that she herself was 
Chinese. In spite of hints she tried to give, I paid no attention because my 
clothes were clean and tidy, and my behavior was quite proper, and I had neither 
any interest in looking the foreigners up and down, nor felt any need to avoid 
them; I had simply gone to buy some stamps. At the time, I was very happy, be- 
cause there they had quite a few of the higher denominations of the stamps I 
wanted to buy, featuring the paintings of Qi Baishi. But the woman clerk who had 
been giving me disdainful looks suddenly cried out: "Hey! You shouldn't come 

in here just as you please.” I thought, whom is she talking to? She had to be 
talking to me, since I was the only Chinese traveler there; can it be that 
Chinese are not allowed to come here? No. It's not possible; at the end of 

last year I also came in here to buy some stamps. Then who was she talking to? 
In doubt, I turned and looked, and saw that there were also two Chinese male com- 
rades who had entered the room where stamps were sold; those two comrades also 
did not pay any attention to what the woman clerk had called out. I had no in- 
tention at all of leaving. At that point, I went over in front of another 

woman clerk (at the time, there were only two clerks present), and expressed 

my wish to purchase one each of the three high denominations. This woman 

clerk's attitude was better and, indicating a foreign guest, she said: "There 
aren't any more; the last few were all given to him." But, I discovered on the 
counter in front of the woman comrade who was casting disdainful looks there 
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were quite a few of the high-denomination "Qi Baishi's paintings” stamps, and 
there were quite a few sheets of a hundred of others (it must be pointed out 
that the two clerks were only one meter apart). I then walked over and repeated 
my request. Who would have expected the woman clerk who had been giving the dis- 
dainful looks to say: “They aren't for sale." "Why aren't they for sale?" 
“They just aren't for sale, that's all," she said. After I told her what I 
thought of that, she said: “These stamps are for sale to stamp collectors; 

if you want to buy them, then buy 2 whole set." I said: "I am a stamp collec- 
tor; I only need a few of them; why should I buy a whole set?" This set of 
stamps altogether has 16 stamps, and the sets were all in smal). envelopes 

placed on a table behind the counter; spread out on the counter were only the 
several high denominations of the set, obviously being sold seperately. But 
why was she making things so difficult by not being willing to sell them to me? 
The real reason was that I am Chinese; they sold them to foreigners, but it was 
not convenient to say so openly, so they just spoke nonsense like that to fool 
Chinese people. At that time, I was very angry, and walked out of the room where 
stamps were sold, intending to look and see whether or not there was a sign over 
the door saying “Entry for Chinese not allowed," but I didn't see any. I also 
inquired of several other women working there, if Chinese people were not 
allowed to enter the place where stamps were sold. They said it was allowed. 

I then asked them to relay my complaints to their superiors, hoping that at the 
airport this phenomenon of Chinese prejudice against Chinese would not occur 
again. 


Though half a year has passed since this matter occurred, I am still quite pro- 
voked whenever I think of it. The older generation of revolutionaries struggled 
all their lives for the sake of the revolution; the independence of our nation 
and the self-respect of our people for which martyrs gave their lives, are more 
precious than anything, yet some people willfully trample on them. We cannot 
totally close the country off from the outside and keep to ourselves; we must 
study the strong points of all nations, and we must treat our foreign friend with 
courtesy; but all this cannot be at the expense of treating our own countrymen 
with contempt. .At present some people are totally without any respect for their 
own people; they appear to be lackeys, ‘1d their behavior causes Chinese people 
to lose face. Why should Chinese peopie, on Chinese soil, buying Chinese stamps 
from a Chinese service department, have to endure such difficulties; is this not 
allowing foreigners to have a joke on us? In the past it was foreigners who 
looked down on Chinese, but now some Chinese look down on Chinese. We must put 
a stop to this phenomenon, for if it is allowed to develop it will give rise to 
new contradictions and be very harmful to the development of youth. If they 
consider that this is the way to be Chinese, then what drive will they have to 
struggle to make our country strong and prosperous? 


Sometimes I think that if through some misfortune I were to jepart this world, 
my last worlds of instruction to my children would be: "Under whatever conditions 
of difficulty and hardship, you must always fight _.ong with the people of our 
motherland."

COUNTY COMMITTEE IN ZHEJIANG OVERCOMES LAXITY IN PARTY STYLE

[Text] In the process of implementing the spirit of the Forum on the National 
Ideological Front, the Qingtian County CCP Committee did not stick to talking in 
generalities. Rather, it realistically observed various incidents and overcame the 
state of laxity and powerlessness in rectifying party style. In just over a month 
it successively solved several difficult problems that had not been resolved in the 
past. It raised the masses' confidence in the party and received the people's 
support and commendation. 


At the beginning of September, the county CCP committee convened a standing committee 
meeting. As the members studied the major speech given by a leading comrade of the 
Central Committee at the Forum on the National Ideological Front, they checked it 
against the spirit of the Central Committee and focused on the problem of the pre- 
vailing consistent state of laxity and disorganization. They made use of the weapon 
of criticism and self-criticism and investigated the ideology and workstyle of the 
leadership. Qin Jingting [4440 2417 0080], the secretary of the county CCP commit- 
tee, made an example of the case of Ye Zewang [0673 0463 3769], the party committee 
secretary of Pingqiao Commune, whose mistakes had not been dealt with. He encour- 
aged everyone to search for reasons. Ye Zewang had taken advantage of the power of 
his position to seize the profits of the state, the collective and commune members. 
He had also built a private residence. He had been exposed as early as 2 years ago. 
The district CCP committee and concerned county units had dispatched members one 
after the other to make on-the-spot investigations. They had testified that his 
mistakes were serious and that he was a bad influence. However, when the county 

CCP committ was discussing proposals on how to deal with him they had only discussed 
one aspect and had not treated him with due gravity. They had . een afraid that deal- 
ing with him "would influence initiative." They had not even thoroughly investi- 
gated his seizing state, collective and individual goods and materials without pay- 
ment. As a result, Ye Zewang had slid further and further down the wrong road, 
causing great dissatisfaction among the people. This affair caused the members of 
the standing committee to see the laxity in the work of the leadership. This showed 
how the discussion at meetings frequently got bogged down on the wrong things. 
Everyone was very apprehensive, they could not get things going and were powerless 
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to correct these things. Everyone believed that if we want the county CCP committee 
to become stronger, then the unhealthy phenomenon of "the crashing of thunder without 
any rain" must be rectified. In order to solve the problems of the people that re- 
quire imuediate solution, we must correct the party style and gain the trust of the 
people. 


In order to overcome the weak and inefficient state of affairs and firmly rectify 
the party style, the leaders of the county CCP committee must put into action what 
they have learned and they must practice what they preach. They must pluck up their 
spirits, overcome obstructions and organize their power to solve difficult problems 
that remain. As for the mistakes of Ye Zewang, the leaders of the county CCP com- 
mittee directly sought him out to talk with him. They seriously criticized his 
errors and ordered him to correct his attitude and examine himself in depth. The 
county CCP committee on discipline once again carried out investigations and checks 
to determine his serious problems and evil influence. The county CCP committee, 
based on his errors and attitudes, enforced aprty discipline and decided to dismiss 
him form his position as committee member of the Wanshan District CCP committee and 
secretary of the party committee of Pingqiao Commune. As for the financial aspect, 
he had to return what he had taken or pay compensation as well as notify the entire 
county. In this way the problems that had been put aside for 2 years were solved at 
last. Chen Yimin [7115 0001 3046], a temporary worker at the county commune and 
brigade Bureau of Business Management, violated the law while learning to drive a 
car and drove the vehicle alone without proper authorization. This resulted in a 
collision with an oncoming tractor, with the disastrous consequence that one person 
was killed, another was seriously injured and the tractor was heavily damaged. 

This constituted a criminal offense. After this event, particular leaders of the 
county's commune and brigade Bureau of Business Management still approved of Chen 
Yimin receiving the reward of increased income and a reduction in expenditures for 
the first half of the year. The public attitude toward this was that of seething 
indignation. The county CCP committee upheld the party principles and supported 
the arbitration of the Department of Politics and Law. In addition, they pointed 
out that in the case of Chen Yimin, he must not be thought of as the son of the 
director of the bureau and therefore have the law bent for him and just go through 
the motions. Consequently, the judicial organ punished Chen Yimin in accordance 
with the law and the people expressed their satisfaction with this. In December 
1977 a party personnel cadre in the former Bureau of Education, after changing from 
a substitute teacher to a regular shcool teacher, took advantage of his job to 
authorize credentials under the unprincipled protection of a former leader in the 
bureau. At the end of 1979 he transferred his wife, who had been a teacher in the 
countryside, from a locally run school to a formal school and later again moved her 
from the countryside to a job at the county court. He then transferred his wife's 
elder sister from a position as teacher in the countryside at a locally run school 
to a formal school. Middle and primary school teachers had a lot of complaints 
about his practice of "taking three steps in 3 years." The county CCP committee 
heeded the outcry of the teachers and instructed the Ministry of Propaganda to 

make an immediate investigation. In September, concerned departments corrected 

the situation in accordance with party policy. They transferred that personnel 
cadre to another post and allowed him to go to a district school to teach. His 
wife also moved from the court and returned to the countryside as a primary school 
teacher. 
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The Qingtian County CCP Committee took a clear-cut stand. The spirit of the men- 
bers was aroused and in just over a month they successively solved three problems 
having to do with party style. They satisfied the masses. Many cadres and people 
expressed the following: The county CCP committee members put into practice what 
they learned; we are pleased that they dealt with these various matters. Our zeal 
for engaging in production has become even greater and our confidence in carrying 
out the four modernizations has become stronger. As soon as National Day was over 
more than 100 well-known cadres of county-level organs headed for the grass-roots 
units and along with district commune cadres they helped the peasants of the mountain 
area to establish and improve agriculture, forestry and the system of responsibility 
in production in order to accelerate construction in the mountain area.

CADRES URGED TO MAINTAIN IDEOLOGICAL, POLITICAL WORK

[Text] I recently got the chance to go to the countryside for a few days. I dis- 
covered that there are some production brigade cadres who think that all they have 
to do is grasp the system of job responsibility and all problems will naturally 
disappear. They basically have no use for ideological and political work. Con- 
sequently, once they have implemented the system of job responsibility they let up 
on political and ideological work. A commune member said: "Once the system of job 
responsibility is implemented, cadres do nothing; they don't approve of good deeds 
and they don't get angry at wickedness." Because these brigades have let up on 
ideological and political work, the collective spirit of some commune members, 
their sense of discipline and the law as well as their moral concepts have gradually 
weakened. Their unsound practices of bickering and quarreling and their illegal 
activities of pilfering and gambling have become increasingly evident. This has 
influenced stability and unity and corrupted social values. Of course this is of 
grave concern to us. 


It should be stated that the establishment and steady improvement of the system of 
job responsibility in agricultural production has smashed the shackles of egalitarian- 
ism that formed over time. It has integrated the labor put forth by commune members 
with material gains. It has further embodied the principle of “from each according 

to his ability, to each according to his needs" and has greatly aroused the enthus- 
iasm of the commune members and the masses. It has also promoted the renewal and 
development of agricultural production. The system of job responsibility is indeed 
the "golden key" of the present stage for developing agricultural production and 
building up the nation and our military power. With the passage of time, this 
"golden key" will be realized even more clearly. 


However, implementing the system of job responsibility involves acting according to 
objective economic laws. It cannot totally replace political and ideological work, 
nor can it function as a kind of consciousness to restrain or eliminate the mentality 
of private ownership and feudalistic thinking that has long existed in the people's 
minds. Furthermore, in the process of carrying out the system of job responsibility 
it is inevitable that new problems will arise and stir up new contradictions. For 
example, after implementing the system of job responsibility, in particular, after 
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implementing the pooling of output in labor, the fixing of farm output quotas for 
each household and the contracted system of job responsibility, the commune members' 
right to self-determination has broadened. Some people may then go their own way in 
crop distribution and production measures. They may completely disregard state 
planning. Also, after implementing the system of job responsibility, commune members 
look forward to having good crops and a plentiful harvest. Some people may then only 
care about themselves and ignore other people. They may also do such things as 
digging roads, enlarging fields, digging embankments to retain water, etc, that bene- 
fit themselves at the expense of others. If we don't restrain and overcome the men- 
tality of private ownership and feudalistic thinking that has long existed in the 
people's minds, once the system of job responsibility has been carried out new pro- 
blems such as not earnestly resolving issues may appear. Commune members’ ideologi- 
cal awareness will then decline and unhealthy trends and evil practices will gain 
ground. Illegal activities will increase and state, collective and commune members' 
individual interest will be infringed upon. Unity among commune members will be 
destroyed and the initiative of commune members in production will be jeopardized. 
The power of the system of job responsibility will not be given full play. The 
production brigades mentioned above provide an excellent example. The important 
factor in restraining and overcoming the mentality of private ownership and feudalis- 
tic thinking that has long existed in the minds of the people and in solving new 
problems that appear once the system of job responsibility is put into effect is the 
strengthening of ideological and political work. We must occupy rural positions 

with socialism, promote the spirit of collectivism and communist morality among the 
peasants and launch the activities of the "five stresses and four points of beauty" 
to establish a civilization with the spirit of socialism. 


Ideological and poltiical wo cannot replace the system of job responsibility. 

The system of job responsibility has intrinisic power. It cannot replace ideological 
and political work. Ideological and political work has always been the lifeblood of 
all economic work. The system of job responsibility and ideological and political 
work should go hand in hand. We hope that the comrades who have let their ideological 
and political work go will once again grasp ideological and political work. The 
undisciplined and lax state of affairs cannot continue.

INDISCRIMINATE USE OF OVERTIME PAY CRITICIZED

Do" ] 


[Text] At present, not a few localities are witnessing the abuse of the preactice 
of issuing “overtime pay"; this merits our attention. 


So-called “overtime pay" is the given compensation which a worker receives when he 
handles matters beyond the regular 8 hours of duty for the public. Ordinarily, this 
gives no cause for much criticism. But if no such compensation is called for and it 
is still issued, then it becomes a case of “concocting an ingenious pretext." We 
have often criticized comrades who, for the sake of going all out to make extra 
money beyond the regular 8 hours, ended up getting themselves too tired and thereby 
having their obligatory work affected in varying degrees; in the present case, this 
“overtime pay" has somehow become ingeniously and tacitly extended to cover part of 
the obligatory work within the regular 8 hours. For example, the administrative 
personnel of some units have demanded “overtime pay" because within the regular 8 
hours for which they drew their ordinary wages they installed some water faucets, 
put in light bulbs, fitted locks, or repaired semiconductor radios for their own 
units, or carried a few light articles or bought a few train tickets for their 
offices; when participating in some extemporaneous labor such as moving a machine 

or taking away a pile of garbage, staff members and workers of some units have also 
demanded “overtime pay"; in some units, when some individual business personnel gave 
up their obligatory work within the regular 8 hours to handle some other tasks, they 
have also demanded “overtime pay." 


As to how such a situation has come about, the main responsibility lay with leaders 
who readily accommodated almost any demands. They became accustomed to substituting 
simplistic, unexacting methods for painstaking, careful ideological and political 
work. Could it be that these leaders did not know that within the regular 8 hours-- 
a period in which staff members and workers should be repaying the state--it was 
tantamount to drawing a double salary and undermining the socialist economy if they 
demanded “overtime pay"? Could it be that they did not understand that the use of 
“overtime pay" was being continually enlarged and the applicants for such “overtime 
pay" also continued to increase in number? No, they did see. The reason they were 
happy to do it was mainly because they did not have to pay them out of their own 
pockets and the money in any case came from the state; thus, in being generous in 
behalf of the state in exchange for popularity among some people (which may well be 
said to be actually an erosion of people's integrity), they also spared themselves 
the trouble of having to pay a lot of attention to everything. 
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If this is allowed to go on, with staff members and workers demanding “overtime pay" 
for a mere lifting of a limb and everyone "looking up to money," then only a “mone- 
tary" relationship will remain between the leading and the led, between the party 

and the masses, and between comrades. This way, the Lei Feng spirit is naturally 
going to disappear, communist customs will no longer exist, and our cause will never 
prosper. If everybody can within the regular 8 hours claim “pay" whenever he spends 
some “overtime,” then how much profit will the wealth-creating industrial and mining 
enterprises have left to submit to the state treasury? And how many funds will there 
be left in the state treasury? 


Today, our state still faces difficulties; at a time when everyone should be sharing 
the state's cares with one mind, what is needed is "everybody picking some firewood" 
and definitely not “drawing fuel away from underneath the pot." Here nothing is 
intended to negate the socialist principle of “from each according to his ability, 
to each according to his work." On the contrary, we think that when we apply this 
principle we cannot abandon ideological and political work, we cannot discard the 
propagation of the spirit of communism to the masses; otherwise, it would be hard 
for this principle to be thoroughly implemented. Are there not some people today 
who have almost forgotten all about "from each according to his ability"? Is this 
so-called “overtime pay" not a case of working less but getting more violation of 
that very principle?

INNOVATIVE CADRE APPLAUDED IN MOVIE REVIEW

[Text] To carry out the construction of our four modernizations, we need Qiao 
Guangpu [0829 0342 2883], and we need far more than one Qiao Guangpu! This 
was my intuitive feeling after seeing the movie “Sound of the Bells." Adapted 
from the novel "Qiao Changzhang Shangren Ji" ["Plant Director Qiao Accedes to 
Office"], this film has been shot in a rather smooth, simple, and touching 
manner; its realistic meaning should not be overlooked. Qiao Guangpu is like 
a mirror where every revolutionary, communist, and leading cadre will find com- 
pariscn, and discover where they have fallen short and thereby obtain some in- 
struction and inspiration. It posts the following question for us: In the pro- 
cess of the construction of the four modernizations, encumbered by multiple 
difficulties as a result of the 10 years of internal disturbance, are the lead- 
ing cadres feeble and hesitant, doing nothing, or are they courageous enough to 
hack their way through difficulties, open up new vistas, and blaze r 1) paths? 


In the opening scene of the movie, a meeting of the Bureau of Machinery and 
Electric Equipment Industries is discussing who is going to lead the steam tur- 
bine generator plant; there is general silence in the meeting room. From the 
forehead of Qiao Guangpu, a general manager of a machinery and electric equip- 
ment company, from his teeth-gnashing expression, and from his fingers that are 
crushing a cigarette, we see his thoughts surging and ebbing. Then he sprightly 
stands up, and outlines his pledge on the spot. That particular plant happens 
to be an awful mess where no one wishes to go, but he will go; its directorship 
is also a job no one wishes to handle, but he will handle it. What kind of will 
and what kind of spirit is this? Only a revolutionary has such a will and such 
a spirit. 


The scene of the all-plant assessment is the best in the whole film. It re- 
flects in a concentrated manner the complicated thoughts and sentiments of the 
plant's staff and workers, bureaucratism on the part of plant director Ji Shen, 
and actions and boldness of vision on the part of plant director Qiao. When 
someone grabs the microphone and demands to know: "What is the relationship 
between the plant director and the chief engineer, please?" the whole audience 
bursts into an uproar, Ji Shen breaths a sigh of relief and elation shows on 
his face; the situation takes a sudden turn. The party committee secretary 

Shi Gan also fails to turn it around. But Qiao Guangpu reponds with composure, 
discussing their working relationship and going on to explain how he got to know 
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her when studying abroad. Then, unexpectedly, he takes the offensive and goes 
on to discuss his personal relationship with Tong Zhen, even announcing that they 
will soon get married. Hence, Qiao Guangpu is good at turning a passive situa- 
tion into an active one even in the face of complicated circumstances; this 
vividly demonstrates the above-board disposition of a revolutionary and how he 
takes an offensive posture vis-a-vis a challenger. From the angles of stage 
arrangement, players’ performances, as well as the atmosphere of the meeting 
hall, this scene leaves us with a quite profound impression. 


The fight at the organization section is added in the adaptation; it is also 
very good. Section chief Hu [2083] is just gloating over the fact that those 
who were subjected to the assessment have lodged a complaint with the munici- 
pality against plant director Qiao. She wants plant director Qiao himself to 
answer the telephone call from the personnel bureau. Plant director Qiao keeps 
his cool, and offers pertinent criticism on the work of the organization section: 
"Your work has to do with people; but people are living beings and you must not 
merely rely on their resumes in dealing with ther. Resumes can only explain 
their past; I ask that you turn your glance towa..1 the living persons themselves, 
understand them, and work on them...." 


How to discover, train and use talents, this is a profound subject of study for 
leading cadres. Plant director Qiao's views pertaining to current maladies 
arouse a sympathetic response in people because of their commonplace realism. 
With respect to such a plant director who has emancipated his thinking and who 
dares to do his own thinking and blaze his own paths, this shows not only his 
spirit of hard work but also his strategic thinking about how to use talents 
and thereby elevates him onto a new ideological plane. Scenes in the film which 
show how he educates the young worker Du Bing [2629 0365], handles him and uses 
him (letting him work as a spray-painting worker in charge of mixing the colors) 
and how he has the deputy plant director in charge of production, Hao Wangbei 
[6787 2598 0554], reinstated, are all helpful in portraying such foresight and 
magranimous disposition on the part of plant director Qiao as a proletarian 
revolutionary. 


The reason why plant director Qiao (played by Chen Ying [7115 7336) touches 
people is the way the playwright and director of the movie is able to present 
and portray this personality from many sides. The Qiao Guangpu before us is a 
flesh and blood person, with emotions and feelings; the hearts of those in the 
audience are closely linked with his. We understand his present, his past; we 
understand his work, his family and his love life; we understand his thinking 
and workstyle, his disposition, his likes and dislikes; this is a personality 
with outstanding traits and individuality. I think that if, as Qiao Guangpu's 
right and left hands, the characters of the party committee secretary, Shi Gan, 
and chief engineer, Tong Zhen, were molded more clearly and vividly, greater 
effects of contrast would have been achieved. The question is not the size of 
their roles but the lack of ideological brilliance that the film fails to con- 
fer upon their activities. For instance, in the case of Shi Gan, the old pal 
grabbed from the cadre school by Qiao Guangpu on a special trip and regarded 

in terms of "nothing will do without you"; we fail to see how, at the key moments 
when Qiao Guangpu encounters difficult issues, he makes their solution easy or 
turns situations of danger into ones of safety. In the absence of such 
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presentations, the basis and function of this party committee secretary whom 
plant director Qiao cannot do without fall rather short. Perhaps the playwright 
and the director have meant to portray Shi Gan as a party committee secretary 
who still has lingering fear in his heart and who is just making some progress; 
if this is the case, I think they have been rather unwise. 


Since we are starting on our way to the battlefield in constructing our four 
modernizations, it is inevitable that we should encounter dangerous obstacles 
and hardships. Are there not letters of complaint, and incidents such as peo- 
ple coming to audit his accounts and taking away his helpful assistants still 
facing Qiao Guangpu? Has not Ji Shen, who does very little, already boarded 

a plane to go abroad to tour and study? The film does not end by saying that 
everything is just fine; this is more in line with actual life, and also gives 
the audience some room for more reflections.

WRITERS, ARTISTS CAUTIONED AGAINST FALSE WORKS, INTERNAL ENEMIES

[Text] Since the announcement of the "Resolution on Certain Questions in the 
History of Our Party Since the Founding of the People's Republic of China," the 
talk everywhere has been: seek truth from facts, be appropriate, be fair and 
sincere, and distinguish between right and wrong. Communists have carried out 
severe self-criticism, just as the old saying goes: "The mistakes of a gentleman 
are like eclipses of the sun and moon. They are visible to everyone." As to the 
talks on the historical place of Comrade Mao Zedong and Mao Zedong Thought, on 
whether there would be a New China without the communist party, on ascertaining 
that only socialism can save China, on the prospects of the socialist motherland 
and on other problems, it is just like after the rain--the rainbow is in the sky 
and the peasants are evaluating the seedlings of cereal crops in the countryside, 
looking joyful and expressing relief to one another. 


I asked a young person: What has the "Resolution" brought to you young people 
ideologically? This young person pointed at a puddle of water left behind by the 
mountain torrents and said: It is still a little muddy, but soon it will become 
clear. We also talked about the so-called "crises" in the convictions, beliefs 
and faith among certain young people. After the "Resolution" is announced, wiil 
these “crises” gradually evaporate in the warmth of the sun like the water left 
behind by the mountain torrents? 


The young person said after citing various complex social phenomena: If literary 
and artistic works can truly depict history and everyday life to help young peo- 

ple to know about history and real life, then they will be beneficial to removing 
the “spiritual crises" among certain young people. 


I was astonished at the high appraisal the young people had on the role of litera- 
ture and art, and at the same time I pondered the question of what is true in lit- 
erature and art. The press has been enthusiastic in the discussion on what is 
true and worthy of writing. Someone said: All events that had taken place in 
society are authentic. Someone said: Everything that is in accord with common 
sense in life and worldly wisdom is true, and what is true is believable. Artists 
can boldly exercise their imagination. Someone said: Certain phenomena in life 
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are not necessarily and entirely true. Only the expression of the law of things 
or essential aspects will be true and what literary and artistic works should de- 
pict. 


I do not wish to take part in this broad discussion on what is true in literature 
and art. What I think about is how we can authentically and accurately depict the 
relationship between the internal enemy of the revolutionary fortress and the 
revolutionary fortress itself. It is because this question concerns the rebirth 
of convictions, beliefs and faith among certain young people; the most significant 
question in our social life ascertained by the "Resolution"; and the creation by 
tens of thousands of people in the history of the socialist motherland as well as 
the welfare and safety of future generations. 


What is the internal enemy of the revolutionary fortress? They are the scoundrels 
hidden within the revolutionary camp, the rebels of communism, and the termites in 
the beams and pillars of the revolutionary structure. According to the principle 
that a fortress is most easily broken through from within, they are the enemy we 
should most guard against in a state under the people's democratic dictatorship. 


The "Resolution" points out: "As for Lin Biao, Jiang Qing and others whom Comrade 
Mao Zedong put in important positions, they formed two counterrevolutionary cliques 
which conspired to seize the highest power, took advantage of Comrade Mao Zedong's 
mistakes, and carried out behind his back many criminal activities that brought 
calamity to the country and people. This is a question that is entirely of anoth- 
er nature" which refers to the enemy hidden within the revolutionary fortress. 

The "Resolution" also points out: “In this historical period of peaceful develop- 
ment, the revolutionary path cannot possibly be smooth. There are still open and 
hidden enemies as well as their saboteurs who are waiting for opportunities to 
cause disorder. We must pay great attention and increase our revolutionary vigi- 
lance, and must be prepared at all times to boldly step forward to defend revolu- 
tionary interests." 


Because of the existence of the enemy hidden within the revolutionary fortress and 
because this kind of enemy takes on the appearance of revolutionaries and conducts 
conspiratorial activities to destroy the party's undertakings in the name of the 
party, this complex historical and social phenomenon has posed a very serious sub- 
ject for literary and artistic creations: How can we deeply expose the enemy with- 
out doing harm to the revolution and the party; how can we correctly expose the 
dark side of social life without causing people to lose faith but produce and in- 
spire their strength and hope to defeat this dark side. 


Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out at the "Talks at the Yenan Forum on Literature and 
Art": "Toward the enemy, toward Japanese imperialism and all enemies of the peo- 
ple, the task of revolutionary workers in literature and art is to expose their 
cruelty and deceit, point out the trend of their inevitable defeat, inspire the 
anti-Japanese army and people to be of one heart and resolutely defeat them." He 
also pointed out that "all dark forces that endanger the masses must be exposed." 
This is one of the basic tasks of workers in revolutionary literature and art. 


At the same time when our broad masses of workers in literature and art were 
praising the people's heroes Dong Cunrui [5516 1317 3843] and Liu Hulan [0491 
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7579 5695] toward Japanese imperialism and Kuomintang reactionaries who were 
enemies of our clear stand, they exposed their ugly faces, described their cruelty, 
acts of swindling, and fierceness. This gave even children who were just learning 
how to talk a clear understanding as to: Who are the good people and who are the 
bad ones. 


Following the capture of political power by the people, the enemy within our revo- 
lutionary fortress, like Japanese imperialism of the past and the Kuomingtang reac- 
tionaries were not different from each other. There were also contradictions be- 
tween ourselves and the enemy. Because the former type of enemy is hidden within 
the revolutionary fortress, appeared as party cadres or stealthily occupied high 
positions or key posts, if the depiction of this kind of enemy is not factual and 
accurate and if we cannot deeply expose the counterrevolutionary nature of this 
enemy by strictly making a distinction between his conspiratorial crimes and cer- 
tain mistakes of the party, and drawing a clear line between ourselves and the 
enemy and between right and wrong, then we may cause accidental harm, confuse the 
viewing audience and readers, and even direct grievance and dissatisfaction toward 
the communist party and its leaders who founded New China, and toward the socialist 
motherland and the people's army. This may deepen the crisis among certain young 
people in their beliefs. Some of the works that have appeared in these few years, 
because they cannot clearly draw the line between right and wrong and have been 
confused between ourselves and the enemy, have already produced this type of pes- 
simistic social effects. Some works have even caused painful damage to the image 
of the party and its leaders, resulting in nonsensical conclusions such as the 
communist party being not as good as the Kuomintang and that socialism is not as 
good as capitalism. This lesson must be profoundly remembered. 


The “Resolution” strictly draws a line of demarcation between Chairman Mao's mis- 
takes in his later years and the conspiratorial crimes of Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four." It is based on facts and agrees with the wishes of the people. In this 
regard, literary and artistic creation should also be able to distinguish between 
right and wrong and avoid confusion. The target of attack in a number of works 
including "Wind and Thunder in China," and "Night Rain on Ba Mountain" all in- 
volved the enemy within the revolutionary fortress. These works may still have 
certain shortcomings and deficiencies but they present a relatively truthful and 
accurate depiction of the enemy within the revolutionary fortress, his fierceness 
and evilness, and cruel injury to good and honest people. Moreover, these works 
concentrate their efforts on depicting the enemy being encircled and his failure 
to win the hearts of the people. They depict the outwardly strong and powerful 
appearance of the enemy and also his inward weakness and the future and fate of 
his inevitable downfall. These works direct the people's hatred and vengeance 
toward Lin Biao, Jiang Qing and such enemies within the revolutionary fortress, 
leaving the convictions, beliefs and faith in the party and socialism to the 
audience. Their authenticity and tendentiousness are consistent. 


We are opposed to the so-called tendentiousness of formulism, generalization and 
slogan-making, but we praise the tendentiousness of natural revelation of love 
and hate sentiments in scenes and plots. 


In the conclusion of Mr Lu Xun's novel "Medicine," the garland on Little Yu's 
tomb is a revelation of tendentiousness. This tendentiousness sounded out the 
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thunder of “listening to a sudden clap of thunder from a place of silence," which 
also foretold that New China was in an embryonic stage. 


In Great Britain there is a novel entitled "White-Hand Man and Black-Hand Man" 
which draws from similar materials as "Medicine." A dental patient took a rope 
used to hang revolutionaries to cure his own toothache. Although this and Mr Lu 
Xun's "Medicine" are both artistic works and derived from life, since our country 
has a long period of dark history during which countless revolutionary party mem- 
bers shed their last drop of blood for the glory of their motherland, and because 
the tendentiousness in Lu Xun's “Medicine™ was closely related to the fate of the 
life of the Chinese people, I like "Medicine" even better as I feel that it is 
even more authentic, accurate and profound. 


The Liberation Army is a gun-carrying contingent composed of the sons and daughters 
of the people. It is called the "Great Wall," "the pillar of proletarian dictator- 
ship," and the army of steel that keeps the country peaceful and calm. Although 
certain members of the counterrevolutionary cliques of Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four" also wore army uniforms, not only cn they not represent the army, but on 

the contrary, they were the most dangerous enemies of the army. They did evil 
things and cruelly injured the people. Workers in literature and art have a re- 
sponsibility to declare war of the pen on them. But when touching on the image 

of the army, a few works did not pay attention to drawing a clear distinction be- 
tween the crimes of Lin Biao, the "gang of four" and their lackeys on one hand, 

and the revolutionary essence of this army on the other. They did not pay atten- 
tion to drawing a clear line between degenerate elements and the broad masses of 
officers and men, confusing what is right and what is wrong, what is primary and 
secondary, and obscuring appearance and essence [of the army]. Regardless of the 
intention of the writer in such a depiction, the result of the work is harmful to 
the image of this people's army. 


All accidental injuries can be avoided. What matters is summing up experience and 
bearing firmly in mind the lessons learned and from the depths of feelings, caring 
for and educating this army that grew up in the struggle between blood and fire. 


Like anything else, this army also has certain backward and negative aspects, and 
has various ideological impurities which mutually rejects the essence of the peo- 
ple's army. Workers in literature and art should be ardent and sincere in using 
their own works to criticize and provide help, and encourage the army to overcome 
difficulties and to advance! 


In the face of numerous and complicated things, revolutionary realist writers must 
in the end eliminate the false and retain the true. Even if the truth is in the 
embryonic stage and even if the truth is well hidden behind mountains and forests, 
they must strive to search for it meticulously. Disregarding the truth and writ- 
ing down everything one hears is like taking away the soul of literary work. 


The writer's pen is a fighting weapon. Balzac, who wrote "The Human Comedy," 
said: "What Napoleon's sword cannot do, my pen can do." 


The pen and the sword are merely two different weapons. But to combat the enemy 
within the revolutionary fortress, we must always distinguish between ourselves 
and the enemy to avoid accidental injuries.

IDEALS, REALITY TO BE MANIFESTED IN LITERATURE, ART

(Text ] In his preface to ZIXUANJI--PERSONAL SELECTIONS, Lu Xun says 
that, “In order to match my pace with that of the vanguard” in his 
works he ‘retreats somewhat from the darkness and pretends to be 
happy in order to lend a degree of light to his works." His short 
story "Yao--Medicine” tells a tragic tale, yet in the ending he, "for 
no particular reason placed a flower vase on the grave of Yuer in 
order to make people se a gleam of light emanating from that stifling 
darkness." In the widely praised “Qiao Guangchang Shangrenji--Qiao 
Guangchang Assumes his Duties" the author Jiang Zilong [5592 1311 
7983 says, “Ideals are the precious metals of life. People cannot 
live without ideals and if their ideals are destroyed people cannot 
continue to live,” so that works of art and literature "must express 
our ideals." He also says that even if life does present difficulties 
the light is most important. He therefore “portrays Qiao Guangchang 
as having ideals.” This probably is the main reason why this work 

and the character Qiao Guangpu are so greatly admired by the readers. 


Real life fundamentally has beatuiful ideals, ideals stimulate the 
people's determination and their struggles are undertaken in order 
to transform ideals into reality. Works of art and literature re- 
create life naturally ought to make an organic unity of ideals and 
reality, describe the sails of ideals billowing forth on the sea of 
life, exhibit the flowers of ideals found in the character's inner 
being, inspire and stimulate people to create highly developed spiri- 
tual and material culture and struggle in order to implement the 
freat goals of the four modernizations. 


Nonetheless, some people say that to require art and literature to 
express ideals would influence the level of realism. This viewpoint 
creates an opposition between ideals and realism and iS incorrect. To 
express ideals is not to ignore realism. The ideals of which we 

speak are not fantasies or imaginary ideals. Genuine ideals actually 
are developed from real life and are revelations which reflect the 
realities of life. When reality is devoid of ideals it loses its 
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impetus for progress. When ideals are devoid of realism they lose 
their underlying foundation of existence. When we say that art and 
literature should express ideals this does not mean that reality is 
thus forgotten, but rather requires that the author use incisive in- 
Sight to display the light of ideals found in real life, use a found- 
ation which truly reflects life to reveal the inevitable forces which 
make life go on and show the inner strengths which ideals inevitably 
manifest. There also are those who say that to require art and litera- 
ture to express ideals will lead to an embellishment of reality. This 
viewpoint also is wrong. This so-called embellishment is the conceal- 
ment of contradictions and to beautify the ugly things in real life. 
Yet, ideals are the sublimation of reality, they sublimate the 
beautiful things in real life to the height of ideals, give them 
expression and lend a spark of fire. In the short story "Qiao 
Guangchang Assumes his Duties" and the novelette "“Kaituozhe--The 
Pioneers" the author Jiang Zilong sharply describes malpractices in 
the economic system and various obstacles to carrying out the 
revolution. Moreover, he portrays the great will and unyielding 
spirit of struggle found in the new people Qiao Guangpu and Che 
Qiankuan to lend the light of ideals to the story and put the charact- 
ers in an idealistic vein. The images of the pathbreakers in build- 
ing the four modernizations are both true to life and sublimations of 
the living reality. They can be called the artistic castings of the 
enlightened revolutionary realism and lofty revolutionary idealism. 
Such works do not evade contradictions or gloss over reality and yet 
manage to emphasize lofty feelings, satisfy ideals and hopes and in- 
Spire people's strengths. 


Ever since the Third Plenum of the Eleventh Party Congress there has 
been an unprecedented flourishing of art and literature and most works 
are good or relatively good, but individual works have serious politi- 
cal errors while others reveal negativism, have a depressed mood or 
depict tragic hopelessness. At this historical turning point between 
past and future we especially need to express lofty revolutionary 
ideals, produce more works with images of the new people of socialism 
and overcome difficulties in bravely forging new paths to stimulate 
the people in conctructing the four modernizations. Workers in art

ROLE OF CRITICISM IN LITERATURE, ART ANALYZED

[Text ] Criticism and self-criticism are one of the party's three im- 
portant styles of work and during the long period of revolutionary 
sturggle have enabled the party to firmly grasp true principles, 
rectify errors and be ever victorious. Endeavors in art and litera- 
ture are a portion of all revolutionary endeavors and just like all 
other endeavors they are capable of producing deviations and errors. 
Ideology in art and literature can also be influenced and disrupted 
by various ideological trends in society. It is therefore very 
difficult to achieve perfection in works of art and literature. In 
order to have our endeavors in art and literature follow the path of 
correct and healthy development it is therefore mandatory to engage 
in criticism in art and literature on a regular basis. The criticism 
the other day which presented the facts and reasoned things out con- 
cerning liberal tendencies in art and literary circles and the errors 
in certain works in art and literature is strong evidence of this 
need. Nonetheless, this absolutely necessary and very ordinary 
phenomenon elicited some extraordinary reactions. For example, some 
people become angry when they speak of “criticism,” believing that 

it refers to engaging in some movement or the seizing of some 
"faction." Some people equate normal criticism in art and literature 
with “beatings,” “capitalizing on someone's mistakes” and "putting 

a label on someone." It doesn't matter whether or not the critic's 
attitude is correct or not or whether or not the criticism is 
reasonable, it is always met with a negative reaction. There also 

are those who set up an opposition between art and literature with 
the “hundred flowers" and with ‘ideological liberation.” As soon as 
any criticism is leveled at ideology in art and literature or at any 
art or literary works people then believe that party policy on art 
and literature has “changed” and must be “restored.” Such conditions 
have a strong relationship with the lack of a firm grasp of a regular 
and scientific basis for criticism of art and literature. An exception 
to this is the 10 years of chaos when criticism in art and literature 
was the harbinger of a political movement in which writers and 
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artists were designated counter-revolutionaries on the basis of a 
Single work or several sentences, thus influencing the people's 
thought on such matters. 


To put criticism in art and literature on a regular and scientific 
basis a particular atmosphere must first be created, an atmosphere in 
which the broad masses can freely give their views on any given work 
of literature or art, providing of course they speak reasonably and 
give their own opinions. Criticism appearing in newspapers and other 
publications should be of varying opinions so that one viewpoint is 
not favored whild others th n have no opportunity for publication. In 
this way there will be a lively atmosphere of contention which will 
permit everyone to gradually become accustomed to criticism in art 
and literature and will enable us to reach the goals of emphasizing 
our strengths and compensating for our weaknessess, correct each 
others errors and make overall improvements. 


The second item is to establish a correct view of criticism in art 
and literature. The goal of creativity in art and literature is to 
serve the people and to serve socialism so that a person's creations 
then ought to be subject to mass examination and mass observation, 
ought to be very open-minded, have a basic spirit of responsibility 
to the people, welcome criticism, see criticism in art and literature 
as a good teacher and well-meaning friend, derive lessons from exper- 
ience and improve the level of culture and creativity in art and 
literature. Practice is the standard for proving the truth and works 
of art and literature are no exception to this. There is no way for 
a work of literature to proclaim its own value. That state of mind 
which only speaks favorably and never speaks unfavorably and which is 
only willing to listen to favorable comments and is unwilling to hear 
truthful and straightforward comments is highly detrimental. As for 
those people who immediately upon hearing of criticism think that 
they have become the target of an attack and make pitiful protests 

of unfair persecution, they are even more wrong. 


The third item is for criticism in art and literature to grasp a 
scientific attitude of seeking truth from facts. Criticism in art 
and literature must be enthusiastic, impartial and fair, for the 
good of the people and a realistic analysis and evaluation of the 
works. What is good should be praised and what is bad should be con- 
demned, and not only should the work itself be considered but the 
social conditions and concrete background which produced the work 
should be considered. “It is best to consider the work in its entirety 
and it is best to consider the writer as a complete entity." Critic- 
ism in art and literature must point out the successes and failures 
of a work, present the facts and reason things out, convince people 
by reasoning, aid the author in clarifying the reality, sum up ex- 
perience, learn lessons and clarify the direction. It is entirely 
impermissible to quote out of context, probe for minor errors, seek 
for hidden meaning or rise to the higher plane of principle, and one 
also must not destroy the horse because of some scars, throw away 
jade because of imperfections or throw the baby out with the 
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bathwater. That metaphysical technique of criticism in which good 
works are perfect and bad works have no redeeming features not only 
is not beneficial to the development and improvement of our literary 
and artistic endeavors and is detrimental to the unity of the art 
and literary brigades it can also lead to a lack of faith in critic- 
ism in art and literature. 


The fourth item is that workers in criticismof art and literature 
ought to improve the level of Marxist-Leninist theory and the level 
of attainments in art and literature, deeply investigate and analyze 
ideological and creative conditions in art and literary circles, and 
they must understand the difficulties of creation and have respect for 
the authors’ labors. They must also bravely grasp the Third Plenum's 
lines and the four basic principles, dare to adopt the stance of the 
party and the people, be selfless, open and truthful. They must 
relinquish that abnormal manner of emotionalism and factionalism 
which “loves things as much as life itself and hates things as much 
as death itself,” escape everyday connections and relationships and 
Place themselves on the same level as the writer to become their 
guide and friendly critic. 


Following the complete implementation of the spirit of the Sixth 
Plenum the party improved and strengthened the leadership of the line

[Text] Literary and artistic review is a branch of science. Since it is a 
branch of science, we must scientifically and realistically evaluate all litera 
literary and artistic works. However, under the influence of unhealthy social 
tendencies, this branch of science has also established ties with the “science 
of public relations." 


What is emphasized in such a "science of public relations"? Some editors have 
refused to publish articles criticizing the works of familiar, "prestigious" and 
well-known authors, and they have even written articles defending these works. 
Some reviewers have evaluated works from an unrealistic point of view and have 
refused to say what is deemed necessary. Instead, their response to such works 
is excessive eulogies that do not come from the bottom of their hearts but from 
a survey of views and information already in circulation. To fulfill their 
selfish desires, some authors have also made every conceivable effort to open 
"channels" and establish contacts in order to bring some cheap admiration for 
their works. This actually means that at the heart of reviews are egocentric 
opinions, which emphasize personal affection instead of policy and favoritism 
instead of established standards, and which regard personal tastes as art. 
Although this is not a main trend, it cannot be ignored. This shows that the 
effort to remove the “science of public relations" from the literary and 
artistic review is indeed vital to the normal development of literary and 
artistic review. 


Through the growth of such a philistine and mischievous "science of public 
relations," correct criticism and countercriticism have been frequently suppressed, 
the normal development of literary and artistic review has become impossible, 

works with erroneous tendencies and misleading statements in particular have been 
circulated without going through a process of criticism which emphasizes reasoning 
and persuasion. On the contrary, certain unauthoritative and incorrect literary 
and artistic reviews have been allowed to grow steadily. Literary and artistic 
reviews have been allowed to grow steadily. Literary and artistic review is an 
important tool or weapon to insure the healthy development of literature and art. 
The "science of public relations" associated with the literary and artistic review 
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is - -erious handicap to its development. It will also hamper correct direction 
of the normal deveiopment of literary and artistic review. If it is allowed to 
develop, it will have an adverse impact on the growth of literature and art. 


Like the "science of public relations" that exists in other fields, the philistine 
school of “science of public relations" associated with the literary and artistic 
review is an anti-Marxist trend which has something to do with the unhealthy social 
tendencies and the party's work style. Marxism emphasizes principle and stand. 

It does not allow anyone to put personal affection and prejudice in the place of 
revolutionary principle and stand. In this connection, revolutionary teacher 
Lenin had set a brilliant example for us to follow. As everyone knows, Lenin 

had high regard for Gorki and called him "the most outstanding representative of 
proletarian literature and art." They also enjoyed a very good relationship. 
Recalling Lenin, Gorki said: "To me, he was a shrewd teacher and an affable 
‘bosom’ friend." But when Gorki published defective works and issued misleading 
Statements, Lenin became uncompromising, and from the position of party character, 
he upheld principle, and offered Gorki patient but sharp criticism which emphasized 
analysis and persuasion, until the latter moved swiftly to correct his mistakes.

away with the "science of public relations," and foster a healthy climate for 
literary and artistic review. Fairness and seeking truth from facts are 

essential to the evaluation of all literary and artistic works to which we must 
give the same treatment. Biased views in circulation should be ignored. Only in 
this way can we convince readers and those who have been criticized. Only in this 
way can we overcome tendencies in literary and artistic review charactecsistic of 
“arbitrary uniformity," "lopsidedness," and "“excessiveness," and make \iterary and 
artistic review flourish and “literature and art go hand in hand with their 
review."

[Text] "Make a Humble Apology" is a historical story about how Lian Po 
courageously admitted his mistakes. "Historical Records: Biographies of 

Lian Po and Lin Xiangru™ states: During the Warring States period, the State 

of Zhao had an old general called Lian Po who was proud of his past distinguished 
services to the state, looked at Prime Minister Lin Xiangru, his superior who had 
been born of a poor family, with contempt and disdain. On many occasions, 

he embarrassed Lin with questions difficult to answer. As a man of great 
political integrity conscious of the need to give his first attention to the 
national crisis, Xiangru “turned his carriage away" from the general several times 
in order to avoid a confrontation. Lin Xiangru was a patriot, devoted to 

serving his state with a true heart. As soon as old General Lian Po became aware 
of this, he carried thorny brambles across his naked back, to the home of Lin 
where he pleaded guilty in the presence of the masses. Deeply touched by this 
act, Lin Xiangru repeatedly called himself "a despicable, mean man unaware of 

the general's gracious quality.” From then on, the general and the prime 
minister worked together with one heart, thus setting an example of “harmony 
between the military and civilian officials" for succeeding generations to 

talk about. 


Although more than 2,000 years have passed since the historical Warring States 
period, this vivid example of “pleading guilty in a humble way" set by old 


general Lian P» still shines on today. 


Certainly, it was wrong for Lian Po to capitalize on his past achievements and 
seniority to bully someone else. He sinould also be condemned for deliberately 
making provocative remarks in Xiangru's presence. However, since men are not 
saints, no one is infallible. A case in point is whether or not we can 
acknowledge and correct our mistakes rather than conceal a malady for fear of 
taking the medicine. Cai Cao who stood 7 feet tall finally died of brain tumors 
because he refused to let Bua Tuo perform surgery on him and ordered him killed. 
Zhu Geliang is still to be respected and admired by succeeding generations as an 
intelligent and wise man for holding himself above responsible for the loss of 
Jieting to the enemy troops becauseof his misuse of Ma Shu. Old General Lian 
Po's greatness lies in his ability as an important official of his state to place 
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the national interests above all else, to acknowledge and correct his mistake and 
to condescend from the position of senior rank and dignity to “plead guilty in a 
humble way.” 


Lian Po's act of “pleading guilty in a humble way" reminds us of the current 
daily life. Because the impact of the 10-year turmoil remains to be eliminated, 
a thorough rectification of the party's work style and social practices seems 
nowhere in sight. Look around us both at the top and at the bottom and we will 
see mediators who are only interested in publicizing themselves, plots by others 
to cover up their wrongdoings, unprincipled “peace between the general and the 
prime minister," and even people who regard critics as tigers and who fear 
criticism like a thunderclap.

TRANSFER OF AGRICULTURAL SCHOOL GRADUATES TO RURAL AREAS SUGGESTED

[Text] Some older educationul workers in Anhui Province suggest transferring 
part of the graduates of agricultural trade schools to rural middle schools, on 
the one ha d to teach classes in agriculture, and on the other hand to use the 
rural middie schools as bases and carry out scientific education of the peasants. 
This suggestion has bn given enthusiastic support by Zhou Zijian, the governor 
of Anhui Province, and its implementation is being researched by concerned depart- 
ments. 


These older educational workers say that education shares the responsibility for 
the success and failure of agriculture. They point out: At present, there are 
only some 1,900 or so biology teachers and 170 or so agriculture and agricultural 
machinery teachers in the lower middle schools on communes and in the upper mid- 
dle schools in the prefectures throughout the province, and the entire province 
still has only 1,000 or so graduates of agricultural trade schools. And of these 
graduates just over 800 cannot be assigned to work at lower levels because their 
communes do not have the structures with which to make use of.them. If we can use 
the rural schools as bases and mobilize the teachers, and further transfer some 
agricultural graduates who have changed their fields to the rural middle schools 
to pass on to the peasants some knowledge of scientific agricultural techniques 
at the same time that they organize the teachers to do a good job of teaching, 
then we follow a path requiring little monetary investment while accomplishing 

a lot. Cai Yirong, a teacher at Wudien Middle School in Jin Zhai County, is a 
1959 graduate of the Feng Yang Agricultural School. He uses the time he is not 
at work to teach classes on the silkworm mulberry in order to hasten that area's 
production of silkworm mulberry, and he receives the enthusiastic welcome of the 
masses with peasants rushing to be the first to invite him to teach. 


Their suggestion pointed out in regard to the problem of expenses that for the 
entire province there is more than 2.2 million yuan per year alloted to peasant 
education (eliminating illiteracy). If we can combine the elimination of illit- 
eracy with the universalization of education, then this sum of money will be 
spent even more meaningfully.

The suggestion further stated: this idea will also be of help to the rural middle 
schools in completely implementing the party's educational policies, in inducing 
Students to care about agricultural production and in training students to love 
labor and to love scientific agricultural work, and will be of help in gradually 
overcoming the tendency on the part of rural middle schools to pursue single 
mindedly a high rate of students who go om to continue studying at higher levels.

the work assignments made by the state. No one is allowed to write notes, make 
phone calls, or use various other channels to secure assignments through the back 
door and scheme for personal benefit; send people to the schools to interfere in 
the assignment of work to graduates; or look for work units on their own. No de- 
partment which is hiring can indicate the graduates they would like or can in- 
spect graduates’ files and seek them out for chats (if individual departments 

wish to inspect graduate files, they must get permission from the provincial de- 
partment in charge of work distribution for graduates). The personnel at every 
level who are responsible for assigning work to graduates must uphold principles 
and do things by the book, and must not indulge self-interest or take bribes. 

They must adhere to the discipline of confidentiality and not leak information 
prior to the official public posting of names; the regulatory department research- 
ing the actual situations of those on the list should not leak information after 
the list is posted either. Those who discover violations of the above regulations 
should promptly report to the Discipline Department which should carry out criti- 
cism and education in accordance with the seriousness of the circumstances, and 
should pursue those responsible and provide the necessary punishments. 


Huang Huanqiu, who is both secretary of the party committee at Zhongshan Univer- 
sity and vice president of the university recently received letters from the 
family heads of some graduating students requesting that he take care of their 
children; these requests have already been dealt with according to regulations. 





He demands that the department ranking the students at the school seriously accom- 
plish the work assignments fo. the graduates of the class of '77 [year of matricu- 
lation] and resolutely resist all improper tendencies and attempts to secure jobs 
through the back door regardless of the class or the individuals from which they 
come. He requested that the leading cadres at every level not only refrain from 
issuing memos and passing along letters, but also that they educate their children, 
relatives and friends to obey state work assignments, and be models for the masses. 
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STUDENT RECRUITMENT FOR HIGHER INSTITUTIONS IN HEBEI REVIEWED

[Text] Recently, some entrance examination participants and their parents report- 
ed certain situations and opinions concerning student recruitment for institutions 
of higher learning in our province this year. This reporter paid a visit to the 
provincial student recruitment office on this matter, and the responsible comrade 
of the office provided replies to relevant questions. 


Question: The total points obtained by certain participants in the entrance 
examination for the higher institutions were quite high, but they were not ad- 
mitted; what was the reason? 


Answer: In deciding on the admission of new students this year, the higher insti- 
tutions emphasized a comprehensive examination of the candidates’ moral, intellec- 
tual as well as physical education in order to select the best candidates. That 
is to say, in selecting these new recruits they wanted to see that not only did 
they earn a high score but their moral and physical conditions were also good. 

If they have only earned high points from the examination but failed to measure 

up to the requirements of the recruiting institutions or the specialties in moral 
and physical aspects, they may well be unable to gain admission. We have encoun- 
tered in the process of our recruitment work situations such as this: The points 
earned by some participants in the examination were fairly good, but they were 
found to have recently committed serious mistakes in the aspects of political 
thinking and moral cultivation, and some of them did not seem to indicate that in 
the relatively short ensuing period they had any conspicuous regret; candidates 
like these thus often failed to be selected. There also has been another reason 
for candidates with high scores to be excluded; that is, varying problems were 
discovered during their physical examination. For instance, there were some with 
erratic heartbeats and grade-three heart murmurs, some whose lungs showed dark 
shadows, some who had liver and kidney diseases, some who were crippled or were 
suffering the aftermath of polio, and some whose vision was poor, because of 
severe myopia, or blindness in one eye, etc. Candidates like these, even if their 
examination results were good, often could not be selected. Here we wish to ex- 
plain one particular thing: Among the problems we encountered in our recruitment 
work in respect to the physical examination, the most numerous one was poor vision 
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on the part of the candidates. Apart from those with severe myopia who failed to 
be selected, rough statistics show that those who had myopia among the recruits 

of the institutions in our province alone, amounted to as many as 40 percent. This 
has to attract great attention on the part of the vast ranks of our educational 
workers. 


Question: Certain entrance examination participants happened to have identical 
scores; why were the outcomes as to admission not similar? 


Answer: In order comprehensively to implement the party's educational policy and 
ensure that the higher institutions admit only qualified new students, we must 
adhere strictly to the principle of an overall moral, intellectual and physical 
examination and the selection of the best. When examination participants had the 
same score, their moral, intellectual and physical conditions might nonetheless 
prove to be very different; after their moral, intellectual and physical condi- 
tions were compared comprehensively, a difference would emerge as to whether some 
of them would or would not be admitted. This situation is normal and reasonable. 





Another situation when scores were the same but the admission outcome turned out 
to be different was that some candidates noted their preferences improperly; they 
failed to indicate the institutions they preferred according to their own level 
of competence. For instance, in the case of some candidates their examination re- 
sults were average but they somehow filled in as their preferences a group of in- 
stitutions that required higher points for admission; under these circumstances, 
it was very likely that the preferred institutions would turn out to be unavail- 
able and hence they also were not selected. When filling out their preferences, 
some candidates failed also to follow the upper-middle-lower scale and pay atten- 
tion to differentiating the levels of their preferences, and thereby indicating 
their preferences basically for institutions that admit recruits at roughly the 
same range of examination results. Thus, in reality they had indicated only a 
single preference. Once they failed to get in their first preference, they would 
also fail to get admitted to the rest of their preferred institutions because of 
the latter's filled quotas. 


Question: Some examination participants reported that their own scores were the 
same as those of others and their moral, intellectual and physical conditions, 
as well as indicated preferences, were also not very different: Why were others 
admitted and not them? 


Answer: In recruiting new students this year, we have looked not only at high 
scores but also at achievements on relevant subjects. In the case of some candi- 
dates, if in language and mathematics they failed to meet the prescribed require- 
ment of either, their examination papers would be filed in a lower range. For 

the sake of meeting the needs in professional training and mathematics, some in- 
stitutions would set concrete requirements for a certain individual subject; for 
example, some institutions of science and engineering would require higher achieve- 
ment in mathematics, physics and chemistry; institutions of liberal arts would re- 
quire higher achievement in Chinese; and foreign language specialties would not 
only require higher achievement in foreign languages but also make certain demands 
on oral foreign languages tests as well as competence in Chinese. It is reason- 
able for the recruiting institutions to make demands on the candidates in achieve- 
ment in individual subjects according to the characteristics of their specialties 
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and the goals of their training programs. Hence, in the case of candidates whose 
scores were the same and whose other moral and physical conditions, as well as 
indicated preferences, were also the same, they, because of their different achieve- 
ments in relevant subjects, had different results as to getting admitted; this is 
by no means strange. 


Question: Some candidates reported that the institution to which they were ad- 
mitted was not their first preference or one they had preferred; what led to this 
outcome? 


Answer: In handling new student recruitment for higher institutions this year, 
our province distributed the examination papers according to the order of prefer- 
ences filled out by the candidates in order to let the institutions select the 
best among them. In the case of the new students recruited by the higher institu- 
tions from our province this year, the overwhelming majority of them were admitted 
according to their respective preferences; of these, most were admitted according 
to their first preference, but some were admitted according to their second, third, 
fourth or fifth preference. Very few were not admitted according to their prefer- 
ences. The reason for the above situation was that some institutions were named 
by too many candidates as their first preference but their recruitment quota was 
limited; therefore they could only admit the number of candidates up to their 
respective quotas. As a result, those who were not admitted to their first pref- 
erence were turned over to institutions filled in as their second or third pref- 
erence. Since many institutions were admitting candidates at the same time, those 
who were turned over to the institutions of their second or third preference found 
the quotas of these institutions were already filled. This led to their being 
turned over to institutions filled in as their fourth, or even as their fifth 
preference for admission. Or, when their first-preference institutions had not 
yet admitted all the candidates available, the institutions these left-over candi- 
dates had selected as their lesser preferences had, on the other hand, already 
filled their own quotas. As a result, these left-over candidates could only be 
turned over to those institutions whose quotas were not yet filled. There were 
also institutions which few candidates had selected as their first preference, nor 
had they been selected by many candidates as their second through fifth preference; 
in such cases, they could only recruit from candidates who had lost out on all 
their five preferences. This was how the situation emerged where some candidates 
were admitted by institutions which they had not filled in as any of their prefer- 
ences. 


Question: Some people reported that some candidates were admitted even though 
their scores were not high enough, and that this was meant to take care of top 
athletes. Who is a top athlete? How was this kind of candidate taken care of in 
the recruitment process? 


Answer: In order to implement the party's educational policy in a comprehensive 
manner and change the existing overemphasis on "intellectual" at the expense of 
"moral" and "physical" achievement, this year our province has carried out an ex- 
periment on preferential recruitment with respect to top athletes. The provincial 
student recruitment commission prescribed that all core team-members who ranked 
among the first five in individual contests or who ranked among the first three 

in multiple contests in regional and municipal athletic meets which took place 
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between 1979 and 1981 were to be considered top athletes. When the points obtain- 
ed by these athletes on the entrance examination for higher institutions was at 
least up to the minimum level for admission, and if key universities wanted to re- 
cruit them, such universities would be able to do so by including them in the same 
point-range (as compared to similar specialized candidates ordinarily admitted by 
these universities); but if ordinary universities wanted to recruit them, these 
universities could do so by extending the range of points below the minimum level 
for admission. According to incomplete statistics, there were 87 athletes who 
were admitted according to this preferential recruitment procedure in our province 
this year.

CONFERENCE ON IDEOLOGICAL, POLITICAL EDUCATION-—According to disclosures from the 
Conference on Enhancing the Ideological and Political Education of College Stu- 
dents meeting in Kunming, at present 81 institutions of higher learning in our na- 
tion have set up Ideological-Political Education Research Centers or Ethical Edu- 
cation Research Centers to explore the use of regulations for arming college stu- 
dents with a scientific worldview and a revolutionary view of life in order to 
raise the scientific level of the ideological and political education of college 
students. This conference was held by the Youth Institute of the Chinese Academy 
of Social Sciences. Educational workers from 32 institutions of higher education, 
and the Central Committee of the Communist Youth League and comrades from some 
institutes of education and science participated in the meeting. The conference 
recognized that college students are the future cadres of the state and provide 
the talent required for the four modernizations construction. Their political 
direction, spiritual state, ethical constitution and level of knowledge relate to 
the four modernizations construction and the future of the motherland.

ADVANCEMENT OF PROFESSIONALS--The work throughout our province of certifying and 
promoting cadres with professional titles of engineer and agricultural technician 
has advanced. By the end of September, 4,243 persons were newly promoted as engi- 
neers and 163 persons as agronomists and animal husbandry veterinarians, which in 
addition to the high level engineers, agronomists and animal husbandry veterinar- 
ians who were promoted after reinvestigation, makes 7,200 persons altogether. 

This is an important force in the four modernizations construction of our prov- 
ince. Of this number, more than 80 percent are youths trained by the party after 
liberation, but there are also those who succeeded by studying on their own. Chen 
Qingzhen, who was promoted to mechanical engineer at the Ningbo Machine Tool Plant 
in the examination this time, is a 1962 college graduate who after graduation con- 
sistently carried on mechanical design work. Last year, in accordance with the 
productivity of the plant and the requirements of the market at that time, he 

made several attempts and finally successfully designed an LDD 15 3-roller, double- 
thread, cold-roll pipe maker and won third prize in our province for science and 
technology. This design has already been put into mass production. Zhou Guohua 
of the synthetic materials lab of the Zhejiang Institute oi Chemical Industry Re- 
search who was promoted to engineer graduated from a lower middle school in the 
fifties. For several decades he traveled various roads, training himself in a 
specialized curriculum and in foreign languages, and he has had some success in 
the area of expanding the uses of polyvinyl flouride coatings.
